Bad check passers bilking 
suburban banks, businesses

An organized ring of forgers who spe- 


cialize In passing bad checks his bilked 
Northwest suburban banks and business- 
es out of thousands of dollars In recent 
months. 


The ring, led by an ex-convict and 


equipped with stolen blank checks and 
Identification cards Is thought by police 
to have at last 40 members and to con- 
centrate on the suburban Chicago area, 
although it operates throughout Illinois. 


Local, state and federal authorities for 


sometime have been looking Into the ac- 
tivities of the ring, which Is estimated by 
some sources to have taken in from sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars up to $2 
million statewide In the last year or so. 


Despite periodic arrests of individual 


ring members and detailed police theo- 


ries about the group's organization and 
activities, investigators have been unable 
to tie Its leaders together with the kind of 
evidence needed to put them out of busi- 
ness. 


PERSONS SUSPECTED of being ring 


members have been arrested recently on. 
bad check charges in several area sub- 
urbs, including Des Plaincs, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg. Police in 
Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grove have 
arrest warrants for women thought to be 
part of the group. 


According to information gathered by 


Herald reporters from a number of 
sources, ring members specialize in 
slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerks at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations and large food stores.

The Wheeling Village Board will not 


meet tonight because it is the fifth Mon- 
day of the month. The next board meet- 
ing will bo at 8 p.m. Feb. S at the village 
municipal building. 


Passolt's figures show that Route One

umns of newspapers. Payment is always 
a ba3 check. 


The ring member usually will bargain 


just hard enough to fool the car owner 
and then accept the owner's original ask- 
ing price. .The auto title is signed over on 
the spot. A week or 10 days later, the 
owner finds out the price he got for his 
car wasn't so good after all. 


Police have some 25 reports from this 


area alone on the used car swindle. A 
typical case was that of James Elam, 
1496 Howard St., Des Plaincs. On Jan. 4, 
Elam told police, a man who identified 
rimsclf as Dave Miller of Markham.-IlL, 
took a look at the 1969 Chevrolet Nova 
Elam had advertised for sale. 


THE NEXT DAY, the man returned 


with a check for $1,450, took the title and 
left with the auto. The chpck later 
bounced and Elam went to police, who 
believe "Dave Miller" is an alias for one 
of the ring members. 


The check given Elam was from Fi- 


nancial Federal Savings and Loan Assn. 
of south suburban Olympin Fields, part 
of a batch of several thousand checks 
stolen from a Chicago check printing 
firm. 


The ring apparently makes frequent 


use of the stolen Financial Federal 
checks but has also passed checks drawn 
on the Avenue State Bank of Oak Park, 
National Bank of Austin in Chicago and 
on other banks in Illinois. 
• - 


In addition to a check-writing machine, 


which gives the stolen checks a further 
a p p e a r a n c e of authenticity, the 
ring members have been able to obtain a 
wide range of identification cards, in- 
cluding check-cashing ID's issued by su- 
permarket chains. 


There is also evidence, police say, that 


ring members break into mail boxes to 
steal personal checks. With the bank 
name and check number of the mail box 
checks, ring members have worked some 
of their best swindles In this way: 


With a forged check in hand, usually In 


an amount such as $2,550 or $2,750, the 
ring member will walk into the bank and 
deposit it in the account of the person

Tho contribution was Holste's ex- 


pression of appreciation for services pro- 
vided by The Salvation Army to Ameri- 
can soldiers assigned to the front lines of 
France in 1917-18. 


Accompanying his gift was a war post- 


al card with a photograph showing Salva- 
tion Army workers making doughnuts 
under bombardment of German guns on 
the front line in France. 


HOLSTE REMEMBERS it well — he 


was there. 


Assigned to a transport unit attached 


to the U. S. Army First Division, he 
worked on a "supply train" made up of 
heavy trucks which carried ammunition 
and life-supporting supplies to "third line 
trenches." From there, smaller transport 
outfits would carry supplies to men 
serving the front lines in the 16th, 18th, 
26th and 28th Infantry units. 


"The Salvation Army personnel were 


always with us,"-recalls Holste. "They 
baked doughnuts for the boys, delivered 
letters and they also wrote letters for us. 
I helped them deliver doughnuts and oth- 


' er materials. They played a big part in 
our lives, were always there when 
needed. 


"I'll never forget all they did for us.

The respoiulblllty for the safety of chll- 


drcn who play near White Pine Ditch be- 
tongs to the village, according to Buffalo 
Grove Park District officials. 


The park board voted Thursday to car- 


mark $2,500 for a cooperative project 
with the village to develop land sur- 
rounding the ditch Into a nature area and 
two small parks. 


Last summer, a young girl was se- 


riously hurt while playing in the vicinity 
of the ditch. Park officials say If the at- 
traction of the proposed improvements 
Ihcrc causes more accidents, the village 
will have to worry about it. 


"There arc creeks and bodies of water 


throughout the nation," Comr. Dedc 
Armstrong said. "We can't fence them 
all off. Besides, a fence there would just 
Invite children to climb over it." Later, 
Mrs. Armstrong said If a recommenda- 
tion Li made to Install fences In certain 
areas around the ditch, she would agree 
to It. 


ItESmKNTS In the area have said 


tlicy feel the biggest danger In the area 
are the high banks of the ditch. Plans 
are to slope the west bank somewhat, but 
Village Eng. Arnold Scabcrg has said 
sloping or cutting the bank very much 
would be too costly. 


Scnbcrg told the Herald Friday that ho 


hn't sure that the high banks actually 
constitute a danger. He said the girl who 


was hurt was not playing on the banks. 


In addition to slightly grading the west 


bank of (ho ditch, the plans call for the 
village to take steps to solve the serious 
drainage and erosion problems In the 
area. The work Is to Include Installation 
of drainage tiles and seeding of the en- 
tire area. 


The $2,500 the park district has set 


aside for the project was determined ac- 
cording to a $5,000 estimate of the cost of 
the first phase of the $11,100 project. 


PARK BOARD Prcs. William Kiddle 


said Thursday that the $2,500 is not nec- 
essarily the limit of the park district's 
financial participation in the improve- 
ment program. Kiddle said the park dis- 
trict will assume the cost of all "beau- 
tlficatlon" of the area, namely land- 
scaping and seeding, plus any grading 
necessary for recreation purposes. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board voted 


to purchase about 3.5 acres just west of 
the Cambridge subdivision from William 
Simpson for $64,750. The district Is con- 
demning 6.75 acres in that area for a 
park and is negotiating now to purchase 
the remaining property. 


The commissioners also opened bids

Four of the 40 West Strong Street area 


homeowners who filed suit against the 
Village of Wheeling and apartment de- 
veloper Victor Smigel will be called to 
testify as adverse witnesses for the de- 
fense today before Circuit Court Judge 
Robert Downing. 


Attorney John M. Daley, representing 


Smigel, called for the witnesses Friday 
to testify about the condition of the 
drinking water coming from wells on 
their property. 


Daley said the condition of tho wells 


reflects on the values of the homes In the 
area. 


Judge Downing agreed, noting plead- 


ings in the case include the charge that 
the village damaged the value of single- 
family homes in the area by rezoning 47 
vacant lots for six-flat apartment build- 
ings. 


The judge also said public health was 


cited as another reason the village zon- 
ing decision ought to be reversed and 
said the question of the wells related to 
the public health. 


DALEY CALLED for the four plaintiffs 


to testify after the attorney for the resi- 
dents, John M. Burke, succeeded in keep- 
ing Cook County and Village of Wheeling 
test results from the wells out of the 
court record. 


Daley said he may have to call the 


people who conducted the tests to tho 
stand if he cannot get sufficient facts 
about tho wells from the four plaintiffs. 


Daley also said Friday he plans to call 


Smigel to testify in the case. 


Burke said he will have two rebuttal 


witnesses once the defense completes its 
case. 


He filed a motion asking that Village 


Mgr. George Passolt be called to return 
to the court room with documents reflec- 
ting the amount of excess funds in 
Wheeling's water and sewer bond fund. 


BURKE SAID he believes the village 


has a surplus in the fund of close to 
$300,000 and could spend up to 80 per 
cent of that money if it wanted to bring 
sewer and water into the West Strong 
Street area. 


He said the village and Smigel are bas- 


ing their cose on the grounds that the 
development is needed to bring sewer 
and water service to the West Strong 
Street area. 


Judge Downing questioned whether he 


would not be interfering with the vil- 
lage's legislative discretion by consid- 
ering the availability of the funds, but he 
said he would require Passolt to bring in 
the records. 


Atty. Jack Siegel is representing the 


village in the case. He charged in court 
that Burke wanted the village to use 
monies accumulated in the fund before 
the West Strong Street area was annexed 
to the village to "improve his (Burkc's) 
clients' property." 


"We might want to put that money into 


areas that would yield some return in 
taxes," Siegel said on behalf of the vil- 
lage. He commented that many of the 
homes in the West Strong Street area are 
valued at only $10,000. 


SIEGEL AND DALEY agreed to have 


only one member of each of the four 
families on whose wells they want infor- 
mation called into court. 


But the two attornies warned that the 


one family member who did show up 
should have the information about the 
well and should speak English. 


In testimony in the fourth day of the 


trial Friday Judge Downing heard from 


a real estate broker and appraiser and 
from a consulting civil engineer. 


The engineer, Paul A. Spies of the firm 


of Ciorba, Spies and Gustafson of Wil- 
mettc, said he had conducted tests on the 
soil in the area and found that in five of 
seven locations the water table was so 
high be could not even test the ground 
for use as a septic field. 


He said that tests showed the land 


could not be developed without sewer 
and water service. Spies estimated that 
if the village installed the utilities the 
cost under special assessment would be 
$7300 per lot. 


WHILE THOSE improvements for the 


whole area would cost $855,000 under the 
special assessment system, Smigel con 
install improvements for the 47 lots at a 
total cost of $290,000, Spies said. 


Ralph H. Martin, the real estate broker 


and appraiser, said "The area has not 
developed over the years as a good resi- 
dential subdivision. There are a pre- 
dominance of uses other than single fam- 
ily, including industrial and multi-family 
uses." He recommended the land be de- 
veloped R-4 as the village has zoned it. 


He gave figures to show it would be 


economically unfeasible to resubdividc 
the area and develop it with single fami- 
ly homes. 


He sold the property would have to be 


developed with $40-$45 thousand homes to 
make a profit and said that there was no 
market for homes in that price range in 
that neighborhood. "The area is just not 
that desirable residentially. There are 
too many aesthetically unpleasing things 
around it and in it in order to attract 
that type of housing," he said. 


Martin also testified he did not believe 


the apartments would affect the value of 
the homes in the area.

No abortions at 2 hospitals 


No abortions will be performed at the 


two Northwest suburban Catholic hospi- 
tals in Elk Grove Village and Des 
Plalnes, but officials at other area hospi- 
tals say the matter still is an open ques- 
tion. 


The statements from hospital officials 


came in tho wake of a ruling last week 
striking down two states' anti-abortion 
laws. 


"As a member of the Catholic Hospital 


Association, which has taken a strong 
stand against abortion, we will not be 
performing abortions in this hospital," a 
spokesman at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village said. 


AT HOLY FAMILY Hospital in DCS 


Plaincs, Sister M. Amata, executive vice 
president of the hospital, said, "We are 
following the directive of the Roman 
Catholic Church and are solidly behind 
(John) Cardinal Cody." 


Both positions were in keeping with a 


statement earlier last week by Cardinal 


Cody blasting the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision permitting women to obtain 
abortions through their 12th week of 
pregnancy. Cody called on Catholics in 
the medical field to oppose and resist 
performing abortions. 


Two other suburban hospitals North- 


west Community and Lutheran General 
hospitals, said they would wait for a 
clarification of the Illinois abortion law 
before taking any position. 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 


lington Heights has taken no stand on the 
issue because abortion for non-therapeut- 
ic reasons is illegal in the state, Jack 
Ryon, hospital spokesman, said. 


RYON SAID there will be a decision 


made when the Illinois courts give an 
interpretation of the abortion laws. 


"At that time the medical staff and the 


hospital administration will sit down and 
determine a policy that will certainly be, 
within the rules set down by the state," 
he said. 


"The hospital policy will be set by the 


hospital and staff, but no matter what 
the hospital says, the doctors would still 
have the right to refuse to perform the 
operation for his own personal reasons," 
Ryon said. "The ultimate decision de- 
pends on two people — the mother and 
the doctor." 
, 


Northwest Community Hospital is a 


non-denominational institution. 


AT LUTHERAN General Hospital in 


Park Ridge, a spokesman said the Amer- 
ican Protestant Hospital Association of 
Chicago, of which the hospital is a mem- 
ber, has not been opposed to abortion in 
the past. However, he said the hospital 
would be autonomous in making a deci- 
sion on the issue. 


The Supreme Court decision was made 


last Monday on appeals from Texas and 
Georgia, and an Illinois abortion prohibi- 
tion has been waiting for a high court 
ruling for two years. However, abortion 
will not be legal in Illinois until a deci- 
sion is made on the constitutionality of 
the state's abortion statute. 


New maternity policy gains approval 


A new maternity leave policy for 


teachers in Dlst. 21 was approved by the 
school board Thursday. 


The school district's attorneys felt that 


there should be a policy on file because 
of recent court hearings regarding such 
leave in schools across the United States. 


All leave rendered under the new

lllack walnuts disappearing from preserve 
Rustlers went thataway with trees

Tho black walnut tree rustlers arc at it 


again. 


James Mattson, superintendent of the 


Northwest Cook County section of the 
Forest Preserve District, said black wal- 
nut trees arc again being stolen from 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve In unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. 


Mattson said he suspects that one 


group Is responsible for taking tho trees. 
Ho estimated that "two to 10 men arc in 
the group. They have to be experts. They 
know tho woods better than we do. 
They're In and out of the woods with a 
tree In half an hour to 45 minutes." 


The trees that have been stolen are 60 


to 200 years ok), according to Mattson. 
Seven trees have been stolen thus far 
this year. 


Mattson said tho thieves appacntly 


drlvo into the woods after midnight in a 


large truck that has a winch and boom 
mounted on It. They saw down the tree 
and then cut away the base log (portion 
of the trunk from the ground to the point 
where tho branches start). Tho log is. 
loaded on the truck and the thieves drive 
out of tho woods. 


The thieves will also cut down any 


trees in the way of the black walnuts to 
get to them. 


HOW MUCH the thieves get for the 


logs depends on tho size and quality of 
the trees. George Whllhelm, president of 
tho R & S Bacon Veneer Co., 'said a* 
black walnut log could bring at least $10 
to $15 on the open market from a repu- 


i table dealer. A log 35 inches in diameter 
by 12 feet could be worth as much as 
$1,000, depending on the quality.' 


But, Whllhelm, who has been in the 


lumber business 35 years, said be had no 
idea what a tree thief would do with-the . 


log after he stole it Unless the thieves 
were either stealing the trees "to order" 
for a dealer or had "underground" con- 
nections with the export tree Industry, 
there was no easy way to get rid of the 
logs. 
> 


WIIILHELM SAID black walnut wood 


is expensive, "but it is not gold: How 
they (thieves) make very much money is 
a mystery to me" 


"The dumbest thing to do would be to 


take it (the tree) to a saw mill," said 
Whllhelm.' He said the mill could take a 
cut from the log and turn it over to the 
sheriff. Growth rings on the cut would 
match rings on the stump left is the 
ground "like a fingerprint," according to 
Whilhelm. If the stump was left from a 
stolen tree "you've got the guy cold," he 
said. 


Mattson said black walnut trees were 


also stolen last winter. He said the trees 


are taken after the first good frost, usu- 


ally in December, stops the sap flowing 
in the trees. The trees can then be cut 
down until spring when the sap starts 
flowing again. 


Mattson said the forest preserve ra- 


ngers are trying to stop the thieves, but 
"we only have nine rangers to wttch 


, 12,000 acres of forest preserve," in the 
. northwest county area. He said stealing 


in this area is limited to the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve because there ore more 


( block walnut trees there and they are 
' accessible.

According to Mattson, forest preserves 


in other parts of Cook County and neigh- 


' boring counties are also having a prob- 


lem with thieves stealing black walnut 
trees. 


Mattson asked that anyone seeing or 


' hearing a tree being cut down, especially 
late at night, call either the county sher- 


• iff or the local police department.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The modern 


military machine with its huge bombers, 
warships and tanks burning up no telling 
how many gallons of fuel per minute 
cruld become one of the chief victims of 
the energy crisis.

WITH 1IAIUIY McErst, a project cngi- 


necr, serving as my guide, I was shown 
Into a room containing a large rockplle, 
a big bundle of wooden branches and a 
quantity of leather thongs. 


"Since fuel shortages may curtail con- 


ventional warfare, the concept here at 
The Future Is Yesterday is to create 
weapons that utilize materials still In 
plentiful supply," McErst said. 


"Two of the earth's most abundant ma- 


terials arc sticks and stones. Convert 
them into weapons and you catfbrcak an 


awful lot of bones." 


"Well said, but words will never hurt 


anyone," I pointed out. "How are you 
going to translate this concept into mili- 
tary hardware?" 


McErst lowered his voice. "This is 


highly classified so I can only discuss It 
in general terms. Basically, however, the 
idea Is to attach a stone to one end of a 
stick by means of a leather thong." 


I GAVE A SHARP whistle. "Sounds 


like a real breakthrough," I said. "What 
do you call a weapon like that?" 


"We don't call it anything yet. Naming 


the weapon will be the responsibility of 
our project manager, Thomas A. Hawk- 
es." 


In another laboratory, McErst showed

An answer to one of Imperial's ads 


brings tho prospect an Initial package of 


Stories by Steve Brown 


and David Mahsman 


Information and more advertising, which 
usually starts with a letter of in- 
troduction, part of which states: 


"Our regional offices throughout the 


country reflect tho Ideas and thoughts of 
hundreds of inventors who have the pos- 
sibility of corning wealth and fame If 
they have the good fortune to develop an 
idea that la worthwhile — Inventors who 
crnato Ideas that become moderately 
successful are rewarded through person- 
al satisfaction If not through great re- 
wards." 


Tho letter goes on to claim that "tho 


ability to select thoso inventions that lat- 
er become hugo successes on the market 
place Is our forte. Through developing 
programs for tho engineering, designing, 
packaging, advertising, marketing and 
promoting of products we bcllevo that 
our abilities permit a SO/50 chance of 
success." 


"A "30/50 CHANCE of success." Those 


arc fantastic odds, but patent attorneys, 
who wish to remain nameless for ethical 
reasons, told the Herald that Imperial's 
statistics are "ridiculous." 


One Chicago patent attorney, a man 


who regularly deals with both industry 
and private inventors, termed a private 
Inventor's chances of any success at all 
as "one In 10,000." Another likened them 
to "playing a thousand and one shot tit 
the horse races." 


But Claire C. Wagner, Imperial's na- 


tional director, said Friday that the 
statement doesn't mean any inventor 
who comes to his firm has a 50/50 chance 
of success. He said the key phrase is 
"the ability to select those inven- 
tions ..." He said it Is those inventions 
"selected" by Imperial that have a 50/50 
chance of success. 


Wagner said what he means by "se- 


lected" inventions arc those inventions in 
which a manufacturer shows an Interest 
and Imperial "solidifies" that interest. 
Then and only then, docs the inventor 
have a 50/50 chance for success, he said. 


As for Imperial's actual batting aver- 


age with Inventors, Wagner said his firm 
has successfully marketed 16 inventions 
out of some 1,200 listed with the conpany.' 
That's just better than one out of a hun- 
dred, ho added. 


A N O T H E R LETTER IN the In- 


troductory package, this time signed by 
T. Myron Roth — variously called mar- 
keting director, national co-director and 
other titles — boosts the inventor's hopes 
even more. 


"We arc seeking products that have 


the potential for success and we arc 
aware that tho next invention we sec 
may be another Hula-Hoop or Monopoly 
game," the Hoth letter says. And every- 
one knows how successful those two 
items were. 


Other items In the first packet tell the 


Inventor of Imperial's many manufac- 
turing contacts, developed by the com- 
pany as a result of marketing the Impe- 
rial Hammer, an Industrial hammer in- 
vented 15 years ago by Imperial's found- 
er. 


A brochure has a photograph of "Impe- 


rial's nation headquarters at O'Hare 
Lake Plaza, DCS Ploines, Illinois." The 
picture is of one huge building hi the 
complex, but anyone not familiar with 
tho area would not know the building Is 
shared by some 50 companies, Including 
Imperial. 


And, of course, Imperial's slogan ap- 


pears on all the material: "For Inventors 
/ a realization of dreams." 


Imperial's 
promotional 
materials 


aren't limited to the introductory pack- 
age. One promotional publication is pub- 
lished in the form of a house newsletter 
called "Imperial in Action." The only 
copy of the newsletter seen by the Her- 
ald is Vol. 11. It is the only volume that 
has turned up from many sources. 


Wagner, states that the "Vol. 11" des- 


ignation was done by an advertising 
agency. He supplied another edition, la- 
beled "Vol. 12." 


Vol. 11 is full of articles praising the 


company. The editor is listed as R. C. 
Pond, who elsewhere is called director of 
engineering. 


ONE ARTICLE features the photo- 


graph of the O'Hare Lake Plaza and 
says, "Imperial selected this centrally- 
located business-industrial complex |n or- 
der to be more accessable to their thou- 
sands of manufacturer contacts nation- 
ally and internationally as well as their 
inventor-clients. Significant 
corporate 


growth and rapid expansion of Imperial's 
New Product Development Portfolio has 
generated so much Interest from manu- 
facturers that this move to Chicago's in- 
dustrial and transportation hub became 
a necessity." 


Wagner said that the company makes 


no claims that they lease the entire 
building. He said a client would know 
this to be untrue when he came to the 
offices. 


There Is no mention made the offices 


arc also headquarters for Imperial Ham- 
mers Inc., the mother company of Impe- 
rial Inventors. 


As for the portfolio of available prod- 


ucts, at least some of the entries were 
made without the consent of inventors. 
One of these is Merle DcWitt, an in- 
ventor from Denver, Colo. 


DeWitt told the Herald he thinks Impe- 


rial has no right to list his "Mini-Camp- 
out," a snap-on camper for small Ameri- 
can automobiles, in the portfolio. He said 
ho has never signed a contract with Im- 
perial to handle that invention, although 
he has paid the company $300 of a $600 
contract to handle another of his in- 
ventions. He said his phone calls and let- 
ters to Imperial have not been answered 
or returned. 


Wagner sold he or any other company 


official has never refused to accept any 
telephone calls. "We answer every call 
and letter," he said. 


DeWitt said the only thing Imperial did 


for his "Mini Van," the item for which 
he signed the contract, was to produce a 
booklet distributed to some 30 manufac- 
turers. He said he received only six re- 
plies, all stating a non-Interest. 


But many of the 30 manufacturers are 


now producing products similar to his in- 
vention, DeWitt said. 


Wagner said he knew nothing of De- 


Witt's statement that 30 companies are 
now hi production. "The name of the 
game is promotion, there are no new 
products, just new ways of selling 
them," he added. 


AND DcWITT SAYS of Imperial's as- 


surance that his ideas are fully protected 
by his filling out a simple form with the 
company: 


"Imperial Inventors International has 


presented to inventors false and mis- 
leading impressions that with a simple 
disclosure statement in their office the 
Inventors are assured of ample protec- 
tion and that their ideas can be pre- 
sented to the general public." 


Not only is DeWltl's invention listed in 


Imperial's portfolio, but a newspaper ar- 
ticle about the Denver inventor has been 
photocopied and used by Imperial as £ 
promotional item. Imperial uses the 
copies, telling prospective clients that 
the articles are about inventors Imperial 
has helped become successful. 


Another inventor about whom a news- 


paper article was reprinted and repre- 
sented by Imperial as a successful client 
is Mrs. Viola Hack, East Detroit, Mich. 
Mrs. Hack told the Herald, however, that 
she has never heard of Imperial. 


Wagner said the company has never 


Instructed its representatives to tell 
clients that the articles represent Impe- 
rial customers and said in the future that 
all reprints will bear a disclaimer to that 
affect. 


ANOTHER ARTICLE in the newsletter 


written by Imperial announces the ap- 
pointment of Vincent Borsattino, Ham- 
mond, Ind., as Imperial's chief legal 
counsel. Imperial says that Borsattino is 
a patent attorney, and Borsattino himself 
uses letterhead saying the same thing. 


The article says Borsattino received 


his law degree from Valparaiso Univer- 
sity. But the law school told the Herald it 


A crash course in handling inventors 


Editor's note: In an effort to gain a 


better picture of the operation of Impe- 
rial Inventors International Inc. of DCS 
Plnlnci, a Herald reporter attended the 
company's sales training program. With- 
out Imperial's knowledge of his Identity, 
Ilia reporter worked for them for more 
than a week.

"We have the best damn sales training 


program in tho nation," Jack Brumlcy, 
head of tho sales training of Imperial In- 
ventor International Inc., told a report- 
er who posed as a job seeker. 


Tho job applicant learns about the po- 


sition of product cvaluator from Brum- 
lcy, usually after answering an ad call- 
Ing for salesmen. Tho trainee is put 
through a five day training program and 
learns not how to evaluate Inventions, 
but rather how to make money for him- 
self and Imperial. 


Tho object of tho sales pitch, as Brum- 


lcy calls It, Is to sell the inventor on a 
$123 evaluation of his product. The cval- 
uator-salcsman gets $60 from the sole. 
Tho remaining $65 goes to the company. 


Tho financial aspects of the job were 


somewhat different from the three inch 
classified seeking salesman the reporter 
answers. 


'"ELDOKADO CADILLAC furnished, 


$500 monthly, gas and clothing allowance 
plus $$ commission," tho ad promised. 
It was not until after the orientation lec- 
ture by Brumloy that the new men 
learned that tho commission was the 
only thing they could bo assured of re- 
ceiving. The luxury car was rented by 
tho company for any salesman who 
closed 60 deals In 60 days.' Brumley 
made no mention of any $500 a month or 
gas and clothing allowance. 


Throughout the week, Brumloy led the 


class through the prepared sales pitch. 


"Inventors are Inveterate gambler:, 


who will chase money to the ends of the 
earth." 


"Potent attorneys have no heart, 


they'll toko your eyeballs." 


"Anyone who needs to call the Better 


Business Bureau Is a weak sister." 


These are typical of the tack Brumley 


took as he cartwheeled through the week, 
all the time reminding students in the 
"product evnluotors school" how cosy it 
was to convince inventors to give their 
money to Imperial. 


"I'm tho highest paid school teacher in 


the world," tho modish Brumlcy as- 
serted. 


B R U M L E Y LEADS the classes 


through rush sessions hi patent law, the 
psychology of tho inventor and other tid- 
bits of gossip and claims. Most of the 
time Is devoted to the pitch. 


A recent week's class included some 


former salesmen, recent college grads 
and others. The group dwindled through- 
out tho week, starting with 12 and drop- 
ping to just four by the first day of work 
on the following Monday. 


When the training sessions end, the 


cvaluators arc put to work in the Des 
Plalncs office. Later they may be sent on 
road crow that will travel for a week at 
a time in states like Indiana or Wiscon- 
sin. 


Brumlcy, despite repeated claims of 


selectivity, made no effort to eliminate 
people from the program. He just let dis- 
interest and disillusionment over chances 
of making a living with the company 
take its toll. 


Brumlcy classes were frequently inter- 


rupted by urgent meetings and confer- 
ences, which he attended In other sec- 
tions of Imperial's International head- 
quarters. The company has a suite of of- 
fices along with nearly 50 other firms hi 
a three-story building at 2250 E. Devon 
Avc., Des Plalnes. The training classes 
are also held there. 


Brumley tells the group that ho can 


close eight out every 10 deals and that he 
can get money from a dead man. 


"I'm that good," Brumlcy says. 
As the class goes through the stages of 


the pitch, the warm up • ("Keep it 
short"), tho hammer, story ("Make 'It 


sound elaborate"), and the all important 
close, Brumley snares more advice to 
the rookies. 


"The idiot inventors all think they have 


a 'hula hoop. For them this is the gold 
rush of 1892 all over again." 


"The key to this whole pitch Is keep- 


ing your mouth shut." 


"All products arc worth an evaluation, 


besides you don't know anything about it 
anyway." 


With these words of guidance and di- 


rection and absolutely no information 
about marketing techniques or any other 
criterion for evaluating products, the 
new "cvaluator" or salesman "sets out 
to judge the merits of the new Ideas and 
pro-evaluate the general aspects of de- 
sign and marketability," according to 
Clalr C. Wagner, Imperial president. 


THE EVALUATION the Inventor re- 


ceives consists of an eight to 10 page re- 
port presented by the company as being 
prepared by a staff of marketing experts 
and engineers. 


Brumley teaches the evaluators to tell 


the Inventor that the evaluation of the 
product really costs the company $250, 
but Imperial will pay half because the 


product seems to be good. 


What the inventor gets for his $125 is a 


hard try to get him to part with his cash. 
The salesmen, who are involved only in 
the initial conference with the inventor, 
are never told of the outcome of the eval- 
uation. 


Any further conferences that might be 


held with an inventor, including agree- 
ments to represent the inventor in deal- 
Ing with manufacturers which might cost 
as much as $2,000, are handled by com- 
pany officials like Brumley or Imperial's 
national director Claire C. Wagner. 


Wagner said he has the highest amount 


of respect for Brumley and his ability 
and loyalty to the company. 
( 
"He is one of our best men," Wagner 


said. 


Several evaluators said they had been 


told that commissions on the representa- 
tion agreements were large, but they ad- 
mitted no one had ever offered any de- 
tails. 


Despite the lack of information pre- 


sented to the evaluators concerning 
many aspects of the company. Brumley 
asserts that "well trained people are the 
key to our success." 


has no record of Borsattino. 


The article says he is an attorney with 


several offices in Indiana. But the In- 
diana Supreme Court and Indiana Attor- 
ney-General's office both say they have 
no record of any such person being per- 
mitted to practice law in that state. 


The article says Borsattino is regis- 


tered with the U. S. Patent Office (a 
must for any patent attorney). But the 
patent office say they have no record of 
any such person. 


Wagner admitted Friday he and other 


company officials were flabbergasted 
when they learned from the Herald that 
Borsattino was not an accredited attor- 
ney. A job application submitted by Bor- 
sattino states he is an attorney. 


In a telephone interview, Borsattino 


said he misrepresented himself to Impe- 
rial as an attorney last March. A con- 
tract was completed whereby Borsattino 
was paid $100 a month to represent the 
firm. 


WAGNER SAID the contract was can- 


celled when Borsattino paid $500 to pur- 
chase the remainder of the newsletters 
from the company hi July. Copies of the 
newsletter, however were given to em- 
ployes of the company in October during 
sales and training classes. 


Borsattino said when told Wagner that 


he was a lawyer he had only six hours 
remaining hi law school to complete his 
degree. He admitted he did not attend 
Valparaiso University's Law School. He 
said he has received all of his legal edu- 
cation through the LaSalle Extension 
University, a mail order correspondence 
program. 


A spokesman for the Chicago Bar As- 


sociation said only two states in the U.S., 
California and Montana, accept corre- 
spondence school law courses as legal 
training for persons applying to be ad- 
mitted to the bar. These courses are not 
acceptable in Illinois or Indiana. 


The Chicago Bar Association has al- 


ready begun an investigation of Borsat- 
tino and Imperial's claims to offer vari- 
ous legal services which only bona fide 
lawyers are permitted by law to provide.

Taxing bodies

can hold line 


In this day of increased concern 


about taxes — evidenced by the 
more frequent threats of a "tax re- 
bellion" — It is important to keep 
in mind a basic truth: The respon- 
sibility for rising taxes lies with 
the individual taxing bodies. 


Although we frequently disagree 


with the policies and practices of 
the Cook County assessor's office, 
for example, we feel it Is used too 
often as a convenient scapegoat 
when an accusing finger is pointed. 


The potential for that situation 


exists again this year — especially 
in Wheeling and Palatine town- 
ships, as a result of the method of 
assessing real property recently in- 
stituted by the assessor's office 
d u r i n g the quadrennial reas- 
sessment. 


The ivsult of the new assessing 


method — basically a switch from 
a reproductive-cost technique to 
one of fair market value — was 
significantly higher total assess- 
ment figures for those two town- 
.ships and eight others included in 
the reassessment. 


With assessment hikes of more 


than 27 per cent in Palatine Town- 
ship and more than IB per cent 
in Wheeling Township, agencies 
which levy taxes in those town- 
.ships find themselves this year 
with a greatly expanded tax base. 


Some may be tempted to take 


advantage of that situation by 
budgeting for a greater amount 
to be raised by taxes. With the in- 
creased assessments, more dollars 
can be raised without affecting the 
tax rale. 


Certainly, it is the county clerk's 


office and not the taxing body that 
determines'the tax rate. Just as 
conclusively,'however, it is a mat- 


ter of simple arithmetic for an 
agency to determine what the rate 
need be to produce a given number 
of dollars. 


A taxing body, in other words, 


could increase its revenue through 
taxes while the tax rate remains 
the same, 
or even decreases 


slightly. That would mean a tax in- 
crease for many property owners 
and, inevitably, some would place 
the blame on the assessor's office 
for increasing the assessment. 


It should be kept clearly in mind 


the new assessing method will not 
produce across-the-board tax in- 
creases in regard to small, local 
taxing bodies. 


Taxes paid to those bodies will 


increase, rather, only if the agency 
increases its appropriation through 
taxes to take advantage of the new 
assessment figures. 


That is not to say no taxing body 


should increase its appropriation 
under any circumstances. How- 
ever, it should not increase its tax 
revenue this year to take advan- 
tage of a new assessing system 
without justifying the need for the 
increase. 


Most public officials, we arc con- 


fident, would not consider engag- 
ing in such activity, but in all cases 
— espccialy in regard to the 
smaller, less visible taxing bodies 
— the situation warrants close at- 
tention. 


The public must be aware of the 


potential for abuse and it must un- 
derstand the ultimate responsi- 
bility for taxes lies with the taxing 
body. 


Only with that awareness and un- 


derstanding, coupled with citizen 
concern 
and 
involvement, 
can 


there be an adequate check on tax- 
ation and government spending. 


Hitting tax helpers 


A severe shaking out is in pros- 


pect for professional 
tax prc- 


parcrs, who have sprung up like 
Topslcs in recent years thanks to 
the ever-simplified 
but always 


labryrlnthinc Form 1WO. 


Last year, according to the Inter- 


nal Revenue Service, more than 
half the 80 million returns filed by 
American taxpayers were pre- 
pared by someone other than the 
taxpayer — to the tune of $640 mil- 
lion in fees. 


It wasn't necessary, says the 


IRS, which this year will lose the 
taxes on that $(HO million since 


• fees paid to tax prcparcrs are de- 


ductible. Neither was it entirely on 
the up and up. 


In a spot Check of returns pre- 


pared by some 3,200 private firms 
during 1972, every other return was 
unacceptable, says the IRS, cither 
because of careless or inaccurate 
work or actual cheating. 


Thus it has declared a kind of 


war on the private tax services by, 
among a number of things, bring- 
ing back Short Form 1040A and by 
announcing that IRS offices will 
provide complete, free tax prepa- 
ration service for any taxpayer 
who wishes it. 


Because the standard deduction 


has been raised from 10 per cent to 
IS per cent and the income ceiling 
abolished for eligibility to use 
1040A; it is estimated that 32 mil- 


lion taxpayers will elect to file the 
short form in 1073. 


Ail of which, of course, affects 


t h e 
legitimate 
tax-preparation 


firms along with the no-so-legiti- 
mntc, the competent as well as the 
incompetent, and the big ones with 
branch offices probably even more 
than the little ones consisting of a 
couple guys doing it part-time. 


Henry W. Block, president of H & 


R Block, Inc., the giant in the field, 
questions the wisdom of the IRS in 
trying to specialize in tax prepara- 
tion. Better, he says, to divert 
more personnel to auditing re- 
turns, which brings 510 to the U.S. 
Treasury for every dollar spent. 


Block also recommends that all 


tax preparers, large and small, be 
required to register with the IRS so. 
that their "very essential service" 
can continue under some form of 
government recognition and guid- 
ance. 
( 


' In any event, it is a fact that the 
tax-paying public does need assis- 
tance, and it is mostly needed by 
the poor,1 and lower-income tax-. 
payers who consistently overpay 
their taxes by failing to list their 
deductions and credits. 


This was as much as admitted by 


the IRS, it is charged, when it 
abandoned Short Form 1040A back 
in 1908 in an effort to force people 
to list their deductions and take, 
their credits.

And now 
that we know he will live, we have time 
for reflection. 


Our parents raised us to love our fel- 


low man, to have empathy and com- 
passion. 
Ethnic 
sneers were 
never 


allowed, even in humor. As we grew up 
we were encouraged to participate in 
programs that helped benefit our broth- 
ers and sisters of lesser means and edu- 
cation.

Now — in our reflection — can- that

NEW YORK (UPI) - A 43-year-old 


Arizona moo has spent 4 Hi years of his 
life serving Jail sentences for truffle vio- 
lations. Ho has paid $5,423 In traffic 
fines. Ho has been arrested 33 times for 
drunk driving and many times for driv- 
ing without a Uccnso. 


But presumably ho still is driving. 
A 30-year old California man piled up 


flvo convictions for moving traffic viola- 
tions after his first accident In 19S5. 
When a warning letter was sent to him 
by the state Motor Vehicle Bureau In 
1959, he answered Indignantly, saying he 
was a prominent citizen, active in com- 
munlty affairs and the father of four 
children whom ho tried hard to protect. 


In the next two years this man ac- 


cumulated seven more convictions for 
hazardous moving violations. Then ho 
had an accident that killed the four chil- 
dren, his wife and the driver of the other 
car. 


THESE TWO are among several hun- 


dred drivers whom tho Insurance Infor- 
mation Institute has described as "the 
lunatic fringe" of American motorists. 


"Tho outrageous records of drivers 


like these are ono Important factor In tho 
high cost of all kinds of automobile Insur- 
ance," said an Institute spokesman, 
"and there Is no question but that under 
tho now no-fault Insurance laws enacted 
In a number of states, tho impact of 
theio obsessed motorists on Insurance 
rates might be even greater." 


He said psychotic drivers even exert 


an Impact on llfo Insurance rates. 


"In ono way or another, every ex- 


pensive accident they cause results In 
big Insurance claims," tho spokesman 
said. Losses In productivity, manpower, 
hospital and auto repair costs are other 
ways such drivers affect tho economy. 


DUIUNG THE periods when they have 


valid licenses, someone is required to In- 
sure them. They are, of course, put in 
the assigned risk pools and their driving 
habits are much to blame for the high 
rates that must be charged to assigned 
risk drivers. 


Richard H. Bishop, a researchist for 


Rhode Island's motor vehicle bureau 
says nine out of 10 motorists who have 
their licenses suspended keep on driving 
but manage to avoid detection until the 
period of suspension ends. 


Arthur F. Finncgnn, supervisor of driv- 


er control in Massachusetts, said that 
contrary to what the public might sus- 
pect, judicial leniency Is not the problem. 
Judges are outraged by president viola- 
tors but cannot do much about them un- 
der existing laws, Finnegan sold. Even 
strict motoring lows will not stop such 
drivers from causing tragedies. 


Tho Institute said making such offen- 


ders subject to habitual criminal lows 
may bo the only solution. 


ONE STRIKING conclusion of the 


study was that there were almost no 
women among the 33 most dramatic lu- 
natic fringe drivers in the hundreds stud- 
ied. However, tho speed champion of the 
lot was a woman convicted of doing 120 
miles an hour In a 35-mile zone. But, in 
general, ono or two stiff fines or a jail 
sentence put an end to the reckless driv- 
ing habits of a woman. 


Not so with the men. Of the 33 with the 


worst records, nlno continued tearing 
along the highways until they were killed 
themselves. Two killed other persons and 
were crippled themselves. 


The longest continuous record was 32 


years of dangerous driving by a Utah 
man. Last year, at the age of 65, he was 
twice convicted for speeding. During the 
32 years, ho was arrested or cited 73 
times, 29 times for speeding and had 10 
reported accidents.

The Illinois Bankers Association mem- 


bership voted by more than a two-to-one 
nargln Friday against a committee re- 
port that favored branch banking oper- 
ations in the state. The results killed any 
chances of an ISA-endorsed bill being in- 
troduced to the Illinois General Assem- 
bly in the near future. 


John F. McKnlght, ISA president, said 


another committee will be appointed to 
further study on bank structure changes. 
He said this is to be done in view of the 
changing relationship between banking 
and savings and loan operations. 


The IDA vote, tallied at 317 for the 


branching proposal, 639 against and 2 
blank votes, showed the impact of "coun- 
try" banks in the state. Illinois remains 
the only state In the U.S. that does not 
permit some form of branching oper- 
ations for banks. 


Lewis H. Clausen, chairman of the IBA 


Committee on Bank Structure which 
hammered out the branching proposal in 
18 months of discussion and compromise, 
warned IBA members gathered at the 
Palmer House In Chicago last week that 
other outside Interests had announced 
plans to Introduce branching proposals. 
His Committee on Bank Structure had 
proposed a means of limited branching 
In the state within a number of districts. 


SENTIMENT among many Illinois 


bankers at the special session called last 
Thursday to debate the branching pro- 
posal indicated widespread support of 
the present unit banking system in many 
Illinois communities. 


As the Committee on Bank Structure 


reported, however, the question of 
change is not at stake, rather the extent 


of change. The rapid growth of chain or 
group banking in Illinois is among the 
developments cited by the committee. An 
estimated.one-thlrd of all Illinois banks 
are in a chain or group. 


Increased use of computer technology 


by bank groups, as well as greater com- 
petition with savings and loan associ- 
ations are other changes in the banking 
field. 


Clausen urged IBA members last week 


to realize that they are in the financial 
business and not in the banking business 
"per se." 


The Federal Home Loan Bank Board's 


recent move to allow federally chartered 
savings association in Illinois to apply 
for branch operations as of Jan. 31 Is 
another development for bankers to con- 
sider. The proposal would allow the open- 
ing of full-service branches within 100 
miles of a home office. 


STATE SAVINGS andd Loan Comr. 


John J. Lanlgan requested the FHLBB to 
stave off the branching program for five 
months, Lanlgan said he'd like to see all 
financial Institutions, including savings 
associations and banks, on equal footing 
in the branching movement. 


A six-month moratorium on both feder- 


al and state savings association branch- 
ing was called for on Wednesday of last 
week by J. N. Langworthy, president of 
the Illinois Savings and Loan League. He 
named a "blue-ribbon" committee of 
savings and loan association executives 
to consider branching proposals. 


The committee will assess the effect of 


branching as advocated in the defeated 
IBA proposal. Facility branches as well 
as holding-company operations were in- 
cluded in the IBA plan.

- They don't begin to taper off until mid- 
February, says Fred H. Remmert, vice- 
president and cashier, and even as lato 
as March a few will still come trickling 
in. The Continental, among the country's 
largest banks, processes about a quarter 
of a million checks dally — which means 
that about one in every thousand is mis- 
dated. 


Banks pull out and return stale checks 


unpaid for the protection of their custom- 
ers. A check that old is automatically 
suspect of having been lost and replaced 
with another. Pulling out stale checks 
avoids duplicate payments and attendant 
problems — including the possibility of 
the bank customer never being able to 
recover. 


AT THIS TIME of year, however, bank 


personnel will generaly examine a 1972 
check, and pass it if it's otherwise in or- 
der and obviously a case of forgetfulness 
about the changed calendar. 


But don't count on that You may have 


a payment embarrassingly delayed be- 
cause your bank wants to play it safe 
and double-check with its customer be- 
fore processing the check. 


It's a wise precaution to go through 


your checkbook and put a 1973 date on 
enough checks to carry you into March, 
by which time most of us will have the 
figure 1973 firmly enough implanted in 
our minds that we'll date our checks that 
way for tho rest of the year — and on 
Into 1974. 


FINALLY. IF YOU do have any 


trouble about an artificially-aged stale 
check, you might find some consolation 
In the knowledge that even bankers do it. 


One bank, which prefers to remain 


anonymous, made out all checks for a 
customer-company's large payroll, and 
when they wero all neatly stacked up... 
you guessed It. All dated 1972. . 


Somebody forgot to reprogram the 


computer.

1 
never eat the stuff, but I do drink orange 
juice In great quantities and cat vinegar 
dill pickles and fresh tomatoes almost 
every day. Please tell me what Is good 
and what is not good for a gout diet. 


Dear Header — Gout is characterized 


by too much uric add in the body. Uric 
acid is an end product of some proteins. 
It is eliminated In the urine and this is 
where It gets Its name. The body manu- 
factures uric acid and is the main source 
for It. 


Individuals with high levels of uric 


acid ore often very bright people such as 
Isaac Newton, Leonardo da Vinci, Ben 
Franklin and Alexander the Great. 


The elevated uric acid can form depos- 


its In the various joints and gradually 
produce gouty arthritis. It con also form 
crystals in a joint (often the great toe) 
and cause an acute inflammatory reac- 
tion. The large, swollen, red painful toe 
Is so tender that the patient usually can't 
stand to have the bed sheets over it. 


Medical treatment is given for two pur- 


poses: to relievo an acute episode, and 
on a long-term basis to prevent the grad- 
ual precipitation of uric acid salts into 
the bones and joints which will gradually 
cause arthritic deformities. Some

diet in gout I would recommend a diet 
relatively low in protein but still ade- 
quate. Because of the frequent associ- 


ation of fatty deposits in the arteries of 
gout patients, one should use fortified 
skim milk, egg • whites, uncreamed cot- 
tage cheese, and vegetable proteins such 
as beans, while using meat, poultry and 
fish sparingly. No one with gout should 
go on a crash diet because this some- 
times causes an acute attack. 


Other individuals will have trouble 


with drinking alcohol in any form, and 
even severe emotional stress can cause a 
gouty attack. Vinegar dill pickles and 
fresh tomatoes are fine.

Could that be a woman in the toll booth?

' If you can count axles, calculate 
change quickly, keep your cool during 
rush hours... 


If you can smile through a dreary 


drlnlo of rain, give a cheerful "good 
morning" whether It's good or not, sni- 
cker at snow and greet grouches with a 
grin... 


If you can read a map well, give logi- 


cal answers quickly without holding up 
traffic, communicate cosily with all 
kinds of people... 


Chances are you would moke a darn 


good woman toll collector. 


LKONA LONGFIELD Is a darn good 


woman toll collector. She has been, for 
two years. Ever since the Illinois Toll- 
roads Commission began hiring women 
as toll takers. She works at the Devon 
Plaza of the Northwest Tollway In DCS 
Plalncs. 


The Commission started cautiously 


with four women. Lcona was one of 
them. So pleased have they been with 
female performance In what was former- 
ly considered a man's sphere that they 
now have 35 women collectors, the ma- 
jority ranging In ago from 40 to SO, but 
one as young as 27. 


"Bart" Bartholomco, assistant admin- 


istrator of toll collection, tells female ap- 
plicants for the Job,"Expcct no favors as 
a woman. You will bo gutting equal pay 
with the men. If little things disturb you, 
better not be a lady toll taker. We can't 
control the weather, wo can't control 
somo of the Inevitable grouches. Toll col- 
lectors must be courteous In all situ- 
ations." 


ON THE WHOLE, ho claims, women 


make excellent collectors because they 
aro so flexible, so resilient. "They know 
how to deal with grouchy husbands," he 
laughed. 


A Job Interview and simple tests In 


arithmetic and comprehension are the 
first steps to getting this Job. Its benefits 
Include hospltallzatlon, paid vacations, 
no forced retirement and a good salary 
with a regular system of merit increases. 
At the end of three years satisfactory 
performance, a toll collector may corn a 
Hilary of $9,204 per year. 


During the first five years, a two-week 


paid vacation Is provided, three weeks 
after five years and four weeks after 15 
years. 


AN 
ORIENTATION period during 


which now employes aro Indoctrinated 
with security precautions, use of the keys 
and financial responsibilities is held at 
the administration building. Supervised 
on-thc-Job training lasts one to two 
weeks, but In no case Is anyone expected 
to take over full responsibility until he or 
she feels completely confident. 


Since the tollway is open to traffic 24 


hours a day, there are thrca shifts of toll 
collectors. A collector works seven weeks 
on one shift, each day In a new booth so 


that no one employe Is stuck with the 
heaviest traffic lanes. 


Mrs. Longfiold began working hi a toll 


booth In May 1970. "I was scared at 
first," she exclaimed. "Not only because 
this was a new Job, but because it wai 
the first time women were hired for it. 
The men really enjoyed having a woman 
around, though," she went on. "They 
brought me candy, sometimes an extra 
sandwich from home. And they always 
offer to carry my heavy supply tray for 
me." 


ONE OF THE FIRST comments Leona 


heard from drivers still persists. "Oh, 
you're a woman!" To which she answers 
with a grin, "I hope so." Truck drivers 
show preference for women toll collec- 
tors and It never ceases to amuse Leona 
when a truck spots her as It approaches 
the plaza, the driver does a double-take, 
and the vehicle veers into her lane. 


Weather doesn't bother her a bit. She 


loves being outdoors. In winter she wears 
a snappy navy blue coot and slacks uni- 
form with white turtleneck sweater, 
warm and comfortable. The booth is 
equipped with a built-in heater plus a 
portable electric heater for especially 
cold days. 


Her summer uniform consists of a 


jumper, blouse and hat. A jacket is op- 
tional year round. The heat is never op- 
pressive because "we're up high and it's 
always nice and breezy." 


EACH TOLL BOOTH Is equipped with 


a radio communications system. If a 
driver reports seeing a disabled car, the 
collector can relay the message to a pa- 
trol car. If a vehicle zooms through with- 
out paying a toll, the collector reports 
the license number or a description to 
the patrol cor up ahead. 


For the embarrassed driver who sud- 


denly realizes ho forgot his wallet, there 
Is an unpaid toll procedure. The driver 
exchanges identification Information for 
an envelope to mall in his fee later. 


Leona doesn't know at the end of a day 


whether her fees have balanced. A com- 
puter Is hard at work figuring it out and 
lets her know a week later. 


HOW DOES A WOMAN working in 


what formerly was a man's job feel 
about Women's Lib? "Some things about 
it are good," she said. "But I still want 
to be a woman and still want men to 
treat mo as a woman. I'm Just afraid 
those gals are going to blow it for me!" 


Mrs. Longflctd has two married chil- 


dren and one grandchild. Her kids think 
her Job is great. So does she. Better than 
when she was a hostess in a restaurant 
or a waitress before that. Much better 
than when she did general office work. 
"Forget it!" she exclaimed. "I had to be 
quiet!" 


How docs she come to work? By toll- 


way, of course. 


What docs she especially like about her 


Job? "It lets me do the thing I like to do 
most-talk!"

The mettle test for mothers 


It wouldn't be entirely accurate to say 


that it is fashionable to have, or have 
had, this season's variety of flu. How- 
ever, when it is evident that an epidemic 
is upon us, it is tempting to top someone 
else's symptoms or treatment with the 
lurid details of one's own. 


The same tendency Is true with moth- 


ers, who, as every mother knows, are not 
allowed to get sick. In such a situation, 
mothers must compare the cases of their 
offspring and husbands In circumstances 
of mass infection. 


Last Friday my husband and I were to 


attend a meeting. The day before one 
child had got sick with the flu. That 
morning another fell in. But by late af- 
ternoon, the situation bad stabilized so I 
decided we could go ahead with our 
plans to go out When my husband got 
home from work, it was obviousi'be, too, 


had the flu. I had to go to the meeting 
alone. 


At the meeting everyone inquired 


about my absent husband, and I ex- 
plained that the flu had invaded the 
house. Then several people gave the de- 
tails about when THEY had had the bug. 
I countered with the suddenness with 
which it had hit US. But someone report- 
ed having had three in THEIR family 
come down with It in a 12-hour period, 
where OURS had taken all of 24 hours to 
develop. With that I settled for the fact 
that our situation, though worthy of plen- 
ty of sympathy, certainly was not the 
worst. 


When I arrived home that night, I went 


from room to room checking on all my 
patients who were all sleeping well. Hav- 
ing had a late siege the night before, I 
fell into bed exhausted. Just as I was 


dropping off to sleep, I heard the sound I 
most feared at that moment — gagging. 


Throwing off the covers, I leaped out 


of bed. When I found the source of the 
sound, I couldn't believe it This time it 
was the dog! I grabbed her collar and 
raced down two flights of stairs. All the 
.while I was giving thanks that she was 
being cooperative and that basset 
hounds, being so ridiculously long, take a 
very long time to throw up. Then as I 
found myself in the freezing cold of the 
back yard without slippers or a robe, I 
figured I was pretty ridiculous, too. 


Ridiculous or not, as I watched the lat- 


est addition to the family sick list, I 
knew that this one would be hard to top. 
- I thought, too, that if it weren't for an- 
nual flu epidemics, it would be hard for 
some of us to prove the mettle of our 
motherhood.

Eight varieties

Dr. C. Nelson Davis, psychiatrist in 


chief of the Malvern Institute for Psy- 
chiatric and Alcoholic Studies In, Mal- 
vern, Pa., categorizes alcoholics as fol- 
lows: 


—The periodic alcoholic. This one 


drinks sometimes regularly, sometimes 
irregularly, always ending in a binge. 


—The chronic alcoholic. This one 


drinks daily and liberally. 


—The quiet alcoholic. He or she drinks 


right Into oblivion without bothering any- 
' one. 
, 


—The eight-hour alcoholic. He tends to 


make family and friends and his own life 
unhappy. Drinking starts before dinner. 
The eight-hour victim of alcohol gets 
drunk on one drink, may sleep for a 
while but then gets up and is a nuisance. 


—The bulge drinker. He loses control 


of conduct

—THE REGULAR alcoholic. This 


drunk understands his sensitivities to 
drink but continues to drink anyway. He 
or she knows eventually there will be a 
stay in a hospital — for revival purposes. 
Once released the regular alcoholic picks 
up drinking again. 


—The station wagon alcoholic. He lives 


in suburbia. The drinking to the dissipa- 
tion stage is protected by economic stat- 
us. 


—The drug dependent alcoholic.* This 


one begins to take drugs to cushion the 
rigors of the hangover. In time, he or she 
becomes drug dependent Suicide or acci- 
dental death usually marks the end for 
this type of alcoholic.

Most of the 
top jobs are held by men, many of whom 
eventually fall by the wayside. How then 
can a woman successfully acquire and 
handle a top Job In this field?

Helenc Mahoncy, president of E. H. 


Mahoney Associates, an ad agency which 
she started about two years ago','believes 
that with experience and determination ' 
not to back away from a fight it can be ' 
done. Hers Is already an award-winning 
company and she believes her years of 
experience in the field and "tenacity 
about doing my homework," as she puts 
it, arc responsible for its success and 
growth. 


Afbcr the shock of losing her Job as 


vice president and account executive for 
a famous agency she decided to try her 
luck on her own. 


"But I knew," she said, "that despite 


the well publicized Mary Wells (Wells 
Rick Green Inc.), not many women sur- 
vived In this business except as heads of 
small fashion-oriented agencies. I wanted 
nothing to do with fashion. 


"EVERY MAN I spoke to in regard to 


my ambition would say, 'Look, Helene, 
I'm not a male chauvinist, BUT... 1" 


On her side of the scale were the 


American Broadcasting Co., a client of 
her former firm, who was so pleased 
with her work that they wanted to stay 
with her, her husband, Bob, a former ad 
man and other clients and business ac- 
quaintances who rallied round.

Combating campus thefts

NEW YORK (UPI) — Joe and Jane 


College, trusting souls, think everyone on 
campus is straight as a straight pin. 


As a result, Joe and Jane lose valu- 


ables to thieves who find the academic 
scene fertile for hockablo Items — type- 
writers, cameras, watches, musical in- 
struments, sports equipment, jewelry. 


Says a police chief in one college town: 


"College students, especially those who 


have matriculated at large universities 
and who arc living away from home for 
the first time in an atmosphere of re- 
duced restraints arc extremely vulner- 
able to the criminal element stalking this 
type of environment in search of cosy 
prey." 


Chief Thomas J. Sordino of Syracuse, 


N.Y., docs his saying in a college "Se- 
curity and Safety" guide. 


"Do not believe 'It can't happen to 


me'," Sordino tells readers of the guide 
at Syracuse University. His advice appli- 
es to college students everywhere. The 
problem of thefts on campus is nation- 
wide. 


WHAT STUDENTS con do to reduce 


their chances of becoming a crime statis- 
tic is outlined by R. D. Flaherty, director 
of Safety and Security at Syracuse. 
Crime Control Teams under his direction 
share with the police department a con- 
cern for the "welfare and life safety of 
students." 


The safety precautions of use to stu- 


dents anywhere: 


—Self Protection. When alone In an of- 


fice or room after hours or in the eve- 
ning keep doors locked. If you leave of- 
fice or room for only a few minutes, 
close and lock the door. This way, you 
will bo sure no one Is Inside waiting for 
you when you return. Never prop open a 
door for someone who will be joining you 
later. A propped open door destroys the 
best security plans and is an open In- 
vitation to undesirables. 


—At night, walk where there Is plenty 


of light and traffic. 


Avoid the dark vacant areas on 


campus. Never walk alone. Do not hitch- 
hike. It Is Illegal and dangerous. 


—PROTECTING PERSONAL proper- 


ty. Record serial numbers, model and 
brand name and description of valuable 
Items. Keep a duplicate copy in a sepa- 
rate location. Never leave a wallet or 
purse lying on top of a desk or dresser.

An organized ring of forgers who spe- 


cialize in passing bad checks has bilked 
Northwest suburban banks and business- 
es out of thousands of dollars in recent 
months. 


The ring, led by an ex-convict and 


equipped with stolen blank checks and 
Identification cards Is thought by police 
to have at last 40 members and to con- 
centrate on the suburban Chicago area, 
although It operates throughout Illinois. 


Local, state and federal authorities for 


sometime have been looking into the ac- 
tivities of the ring, which Is estimated by 
some sources to have taken In from sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars up to $2 
million statewide In the last year or so. 


Despite periodic arrests of Individual 


ring members and detailed police theo- 
ries about the group's organization and 
activities, Investigators have been unable 
to tie Its leaders together with the kind of 
evidence needed to put them out of busi- 
ness. 


PEHSONS SUSPECTED of being ring 


members have been arrested recently on 
bad check charges In several area sub- 
urbs, including Des Plalnes, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg. Police In 
Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grove have 
arrest warrants for women thought to be 
part of the group. 


According to Information gathered by 


Herald reporters from a number of 


sources, ring members specialize In 
slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerics at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations and large food stores.

Another favorite swindle is buying late 


model autos from Individuals who have 
advertised their cars in the classified col- 
umns of newspapers. Payment Is always 
a bad check. 


The ring member usually will bargain 


Just hard enough to fool the cor owner 
and then accept the owner's original ask- 
ing price. The auto title Is signed over on 
the spot A week or 10 days later, the 
owner finds out the price he got for his 
car wasn't so good after all. 


Police have some 25 reports from this 


area alone on the used car swindle. A 
typical case was that of James Elam, 
1496 Howard St., Des Plalnes. On Jan. 4, 
Elam told police, a man who identified 
rlmsclf as Dave Miller of Markham, HI., 
took a look at the 1969 Chevrolet Nova 
Elam had advertised for sale. 


THE NEXT DAY, the man returned 


with a check for $1,450, took the title and 
left with the auto. The check later 
bounced and Elam went to police, who 
believe "Dave Miller" is an alias for one 
of the ring members. 


The check given Elam was from Fi- 


nancial Federal Savings and Loan Assn. 
of south suburban Olympla Fields, part 
of a batch of several thousand checks 
stolen from a Chicago check printing 


Gas station leaks cause 
updating of city ordinance 


A rash of Des Plalnes gas station leaks 


last year has led to updating of the city 
flammable and combustible liquids code. 


The city council will bo asked Feb. 5 to 


pass the proposed 11-page ordinance, 
made public last week by city officials. 


"This Is a tougher code that either the 


state or national codes," sold Lt. Rich- 
ard Arthur, head of the city's fire pre- 
vention bureau. 


"We've based this on what we found 


this summer," ho said. 


At least nine stations were Investigated 


for gas leaks last year with floating 
gasoline discovered at six sites. Citizens 
complaints led to Involvement of the Citi- 
zens for a Better Environment, a request 
for an Investigation by the Illinois attor- 
ney general's office and the start of a 
study by the Illinois Institute of Environ- 
mental Quality. 


Arthur prepared the proposed ordin- 


ance which was moiled to aldermen 
Thursday. 


MAJOR CHANGES Include a require- 


ment that service stations: 


• Install 12-Inch sump holes near un- 


derground storage tanks. The pipes will 
allow easy inspection of tanks by fire 
staff. Last year, several stations were re- 
quired to dig up tanks for inspection. 


• Install waste oil tanks. Arthur said 


that "many stations are lax" and throw 
out waste oil as garbage. 


• Receive Inspections by two-man city 


teams twice a year. 


• Place at least 18 inches of sand be- 


neath tanks to absorb any escaped gaso- 
line. Stations have claimed that a clay 
base eliminates the need for sand. 


• Notify the city of all tank work and 


Installation. 


• Install leak detector valves to re- 


duce product flow if pipes crack or 
break. 


• Install an easily accessible electrical 


disconnection switch. 


ARTHUR SAID that the ordinance, 


which also adopts sections of the Nation- 
al Fire Protection Association code, re- 
quires testing by the Kentmoore, not air, 
system. Air testing last year did not un- 
cover local tank leaks although gasoline 
was found when the tanks were pulled 
from the ground. 


"This code picks up all the loose 


ends," Arthur said. "We found definite 
things that were needed after last sum- 
mer." 


Service stations will be allowed 18 


months to conform to the code, he said. 
"They won't automatically be required 
to pull out their tanks." 


"We literally spent one and a third 


men a day on this problem last year. 
There was a tremendous amount of leak- 
age. We're trying to find out why. But, 
we also have other things to do," he said. 


The ordinance calls for "investigation" 


by the fire protection bureau "upon 
receipt of evidence of combustible or 
flammable liquids or Vapors in base- 
ments, sewers, manholes or any other 
foreign location..."

The ring apparently makes frequent 


use of the stolen Financial Federal 
checks but has also passed checks drawn 
on the Avenue State Bank of Oak Park, 
National Bank of Austin in Chicago and 
on other banks in Illinois. 


In addition to a check-writing machine, 


which gives the stolen checks a further 
a p p e a r a n c e of authenticity, the 
ring members have been able to obtain a 
wide range of identification cards, in- 
cluding check-cashing ID's issued by su- 
permarket chains. 


There Is also evidence, police say, that 


ring members break into mail boxes to 
steal personal checks. With the bank 
name and check number of the mail box 
checks, ring members have worked some 
of their best swindles in this way: 


With a forged check in hand, usually In 


an amount such as $2,550 or $2,750, the 
ring member will walk into the bank and 
deposit It in the account of the person 
whose check was taken from the mail. 


HE OBTAINS A checking deposit slip 


from an unsuspecting teller, adds the 
name and account number from the sto- 
len personal check, fills out the slip so as 
to deposit most of the forged check and 
gets $500 to $1,000 cash in return. 


A woman believed to be a ring mem- 


ber is wanted for taking $500 cash from 
the Mount Prospect State Bank Jan. 15 
using that method. She passed a bad 
check drawn on the Notional Bonk of 
Austin by Nu-Era Interior Decorators, an 
account that police said was closed in 
December. 


Pmollce arc also looking "for a man 


who obtained a deposit slip from a teller 
and made off with $950 in cash Dec. 15 
from First National Bank of Des Plaines. 
A month later, security guards at First 
National chased asd arrested a sus- 
picious would-be depositor who turned 
out to be, William Turner, 42, identified 
as one of the ring leaders. He was 
charged with forgery. 


According to an organization chart 


worked out by investigators to describe 
the ring hierarchy, Turner is in charge 
of the group's check passers. Like most 
of the ring members, Turner is black 
and is a narcotics addict, according to 
police. 


Ho reports to a 44-year-old Chicago 


man described as a stolen check whole- 
saler, according to the organization 
chart. At the top of the chart, above the 
wholesaler, Is an ex-convict who has 
mastermlneded the ring's activities. 


HE REPORTEDLY kept tabs on the

1st grade classroom buzzes-

The first grade classroom is buzzing 


with children talking and moving around 
the room. Ono of them, Donna, sits quiet- 
ly at the long table in the middle of the 
classroom, reading aloud to her teacher. 


Donna does well and gets a com- 


pliment from her teacher. At the end of 
the lesson she also gets a bright red tab 
certifying that, "I know my bonus 
words." She grins, shows it to her class- 
mates, then closes her book and moves 
to another table where she starts listen- 
ing to a tape-recorded lesson. 


There are 23 children In the busy class- 


room, each one, like Donna, moving in- 
dependently from one activity to another. 
Two children sit behind a television cabi- 
net with the picture tubes removed, act- 
ing out a story with puppets, another 
child attempts to learn his alphabet by 
using a typewriter, one boy peers into

THIS IS AN open classroom taught by 


Mrs. Ellyn Wieselman, first grade teach- 
er at South School in Des Plalnes. The 
open classroom concept is a new one 
among educators and Mrs. Wieselman's 
classroom is one of the first of this kind 
in Des Plaines Elementary School Dist. 
62. 
, 


In an open classroom, the teacher 


analyzes each child's strengths and 
weaknesses at the beginning of the year. 
She then assigns lessons at the right 
learning level that are designed specifi- 
cally to help him. The student spends his 
classroom time working individually on 
activities designed just for him. 


In an open classroom, Individual desks 


are replaced by tables and activity cen- 
ters. Students store their materials and 
papers in cartons on a shelf In the room. 


The teaching philosophy Is also open, 


according to Mrs. Wieselman. The child 
often has an opportunity to decide what 
he wants to learn. He can choose how 
many words he' wants to learn this week 
and how many pages he wants to do in 
his workbook, she says. He learns to 
make his own decisions and that's the 
beginning of making him responsible for 
his own learning. - 


MRS. WIESELMAN says she does not 


have a "true" open classroom, often de- 
fined by educators as a'"free school," 
where children are allowed to do any- 
thing that pleases them. Too often, she 
says, the "free school" results in per- 
missiveness and little learning. Mrs. 


Wieselman describes her particular ap- 
proach to open- education as-•"choice 
within structure." 


One wall of her clsssroom is covered 


with a numbered list of activites each 
marked with a colored paper tag cut in a 
particular shape. The round orange tags 
stand for activities that develop a child's 
visual abilities, the pink triangle tags for 
phonics activities and the blue square 
tags for independent study lessons. ! 


Each child has a folder marked with a 


page of symbols that correspond to the 
activities on the list The Child progress- 
es from syriSbol to symbol until he com- 
pletes the page. A numbered, red square 
means the child must work on a particu- 
lar lesson on the list With an orange 
triangle, the child may choose any or- 
ange triangle activity on the list If the 
symbol is an empty rectangle, he must 
evaluate his own weaknesses and pick an 
activity to improve them. A diamond 
symbol means the child can choose the 
activity he likes the best 


The children pick out the materials 


and supplies for their activities, take 
books from the shelves, pull worksheets, 
from a filing cabinet,, ad just the micro- 
scope and operate the tape machines.

dren.

ALTHOUGH STUDENTS have a choice 


in picking their activities, they aren't un- 
disciplined. This program -isn't one that 
allows the child' to run screaming down 
the hall all day, says Mrs. Wieselman. "I 
couldn't justify that to the parents, to

No citizens have 
requested time for any type of formal 
presentation, Larson said. 


The plan being considered tonight out- 


lines the future land uses for all avail- 
able land In the village, plus the sur- 
rounding areas likely to be annexed by 
1890. 


THE MAIN features of the plan call 


for a large commercial center at the In- 
tersection of Buffalo Grove Road and III. 
Rte. 83, an industrial area of about 700 
acres along the Soo Line R.R., and for 
most multi-family developments to be 
built along the major traffic arteries of 
the village.

District to take a poll 
'Should unit school study go on?9 


A poll will be taken Thursday among 


members of a citizens' committee in Elk 
Grove Township School Dist. 59 as to 
whether it should proceed with Its feasi- 
bility study of the unit district plan. 


The group, known as the Citizens 


Reorganization Study Committee, will 
conduct the poll among its members at 
its meeting set for 7:30 p.m. Thursday at 
Dempster Junior High School, 420 W. 
Dempster St., Mount Prospect. 


George Coney, committee chairman, 


said, "If they (committee members) 
voto no, we'll pack up our tools' and go 
home." 


Emit Bahnmnier, a member of the 


group's steering committee, said the vote 
"will give a tenor of the committee's 
feeling. If the decision is not to go ahead 
with the study, we'll simply do our re- 
port and quit." ' 


HOWEVER. IF the group decides to 


proceed with tho study, according to 
Bahnmaler, "then we would wish to set 
some tentative boundaries" for the unit 
district proposal. "The idea is to finalize 


our figures (enrollment, financial, etc.) 
based on those boundaries," ho said. 


Bahnmaier said the group is consid- 


ering priarily four different boundary 
possibilities: an Elk Grove Village unit 
district, splitting the present Dist. 59 
along the Northwest Toll way; a unit dis- 
trict using the present Dlst. 59 bound- 
aries; a unit with the attendance bound- 
aries of Elk Grove, Forest View, Rolling 
Meadows and Prospect high schools; and 
a unit district that would include all of 
High School Dist.

The group Is divided Into several sub-

According to Bahnmaier, if the com- 


mittee decides to proceed with its nearly 
completed study, committee members 
will gather data from advocates of the 
dual district system. Probably he said, 
these would be area school adminis- 
trators. 


THE GHOUP decided at its meeting

said, the work of each subcommittee was 
discussed.

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Thought to have 40 members 
Bad check passers bilking 
suburban banks, businesses

An organized ring of forgers who spe- 


cialize In passing bad checks has bilked 
Northwest suburban banks and business- 
cs out of thousands of dollars In recent 
months. 


The ring, led by an cx-convlct and 


equipped with stolen blank checks and 
identification cards Is thought by police 
to have at last -10 members and to con- 
centrate on the suburban Chicago area, 
although It operates throughout Illinois. 


Local, state and federal authorities for 


sometime have been looking into the ac- 
tivities of the ring, which Is estimated by 
some sources to have taken In from sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars up to $2 
million statewide In the last year or so. 


Despite periodic arrests of Individual 


ring members and detailed police theo- 
ries about the group's organization and 
activities, Investigators have been unable 
to lie Its leaders together with the kind of 
evidence needed to put them out of busi- 
ness. 


I'KILSONS SUSI'KCTED of being ring 


members have been arrested recently on 
bad check charges In several area sub- 
urbs, Including DCS Plalncs, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg. Police 
In 


Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grove have 
arrest warrants for women thought to bo 
part of the group. 


According to information gathered by 


Herald reporters from a number of 
sources, ring members specialize In 
slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerks at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations and large food stores. 


Another favorite swindle Is buying late 


model nutos from Individuals who have 
advertised their cars In the classified col- 
umns of newspapers. Payment is always 
a bad check. 


The ring member usually will bargain 


just hard enough to fool the car owner 
ami then accept tho owner's original ask- 
ing price. The auto title Is signed over on 
the spot. A week or 10 days later, the 
owner finds out the price he got for his 
car wasn't so good after all. 


Police have some 23 reports from this 


area alone on the used car swindle. A 
typical case was that of James Elam, 
1-196 Howard St., DCS Plalncs. On Jan. •», 
Elam told police, a man who Identified 
rlmsclf as Davo Miller of Markham, 111.,. 
took a look at the 1060 Chevrolet Nova 
Elntn had advertised for sale. 


THE NEXT DAY. tho man returned 


with a check for $1,450, took tho title and 
left with the nulo. The check later 
bounced and Elam went to police, who 
believe "Dave Miller" Is an alias for one 
of the ring members. 


The check given Elam was from Fi- 


nancial Federal Savings and Loan Assn. 
of south suburban Olympla Fields, part 
of n batch of several thousand checks 
stolen from a Chicago check printing 
firm. 


The ring apparently makes frequent 


use of the stolen Financial Federal 
checks but has also passed checks drawn 
on (he Avcnua Stato Bank of Oak Park, 
National Bank of Austin In Chicago and 
on other banks In Illinois. 


In addition to a check-writing machine, 


which gives the stolen checks a further 
a p p e a r a n c e of authenticity, the 
ring members have been able to obtain a 
wide range of Identification cards, in- 
cluding check-cashing ID'S Issued by su- 
permarket chains. 


There Is also evidence, police say, that 


ring members break Into mail boxes to* 
steal personal checks. With the bank 
name and check number of the mall box 
checks, ring members have worked some 
of ihclr best swindles In this way: 


With a forged check In hand, usually In 


an amount such as $2,530 or $2,750, the 
ring member will walk Into the bank and 
deposit It In tho account of the person 


whose check was taken from the mall. 


HE OBTAINS A checking deposit slip 


from an unsuspecting teller, adds the 
name and account number from the sto- 
len personal check, fills out the slip so as 
to deposit most of the forged check and 
gets $500 to $1,000 cash in return. 


A woman believed to be a ring mem- 


ber Is wanted for taking $500 cash from 
the Mount Prospect State Bank Jan. 15 
using that method. She passed a bad 
check drawn on the National Bank of 
Austin by Nu-Era Interior Decorators, an 
account that police sold was closed in 
December. 


Pmollcc arc also looking for a man 


who obtained a deposit slip from a teller 
and made off with $950 in cash Dec. 15 
from First Notional Bank of DCS Plaines. 
A month later, security guards at First 
National chased asd arrested a sus- 
picious would-be depositor who turned 
out to be William Turner, 42, Identified 
as one of the ring leaders. He was 
charged with forgery. 


According to an organization chart 


worked out by Investigators to describe 
the ring hierarchy, Turner is In charge 
of the group's check passers. Like most 
of the ring members, Turner Is black 
and Is a narcotics addict, according to 
police. 


He reports to a 44-year-old Chicago 


man described as a stolen check whole- 
saler, according to tho organization 
chart. At the top of the chart, above the 
wholesaler, Is an cx-convlct who has 
mastcrmlncdcd the ring's activities. 


HE REPORTEDLY kept tabs on the 


ring while In prison recently, and now 
directs its operations, collecting huge 
amounts of money but not' getting 
directly Involved in the thefts or check 


passing. 


Other alleged ring members arrested 


or wanted in this area include Harold 
Swanson, 40, of 1314 Rosedale Ave., Chi- 
cago, who was charged with forgery and 
several other crimes last year in Hoff- 
man Estates. 


Swanson, one of the few white mem- 


bers of the ring, rammed four police 
squad cars during a chase at speeds up 
to 60 miles an hour as he tried to flee the 
Suburban Bank of Hoffman Estates. Po- 
lice were called to tho bank when a teller 
suspected Swanson of passing a bogus 
check. 


Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grove po- 


lice have arrest warrants for a woman 
identified as Barbara Barker, an alleged 
ring member wanted for passing or try- 
ing to pass bad checks at food stores in 
both suburbs. 


In addition to the charges against him 


In DCS Plaines, Turner is under In- 
dictment In four Illinois communities, 
including Hoffman Estates, for forgery 
or deceptive practice. 


Authorities may have missed a chance 


to collar several ring members at the 
time of Turner's arrest Jan. 11 in Des 
Plaines. According to police reports, 
Turner signaled to a car load of accom- 
plices as he ran from the First National 
Bank drive-in vwlndow with bank security 
guards In pursuit. The accomplices 
drove off as Turner was Captured and 
tho guards were unable to provide police 
with a license number. 


Also missing was a briefcase seen In 


his possession as he fled from the bank. 
The briefcase, which may have contain- 
ed some helpful evidence, was never 
found, despite a careful police search of 
tho area. 


No abortions at 2 
Catholic hospitals 


No abortions will bo performed at the 


two Northwest suburban Catholic hospl- • 
tals in Elk Grove. Village and DCS 
Plalncs, but officials at other area hospi- 
tals say the matter still Is an open ques- 
tion. 


The statements from hospital officials 


came In the wake of a ruling last week 
striking down two states' anti-abortion 
laws. 


"As a member of the Catholic Hospital 


Association, which has taken a strong 
stand against abortion, we will not be 
performing abortions In this hospital," a 
spokesman at Alcxlan Brothers Medical 
Center In Elk Grove Village said. 


AT HOLY FAMILY Hospital in DCS 


Plaines, Sister M. Amata, executive vice 
president of the hospital, said, "We are 
following the directive of the Roman 
Catholic Church and are solidly behind 
(John) Cardinal Cody." 


Both positions were In keeping with a 


statement earlier last week by Cardinal 
Cody blasting the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision permitting women to obtain 
abortions, through their 12th week of 
pregnancy. Cody called on Catholics in' 
the medical field to oppose and resist 
performing abortions. 


Two other suburban hospitals North- 


west Community and Lutheran General 
hospitals, said they would wait for a 
clarification of the Illinois abortion law 
before taking any position. 


Northwest Community Hospital In Ar- • 


lington Heights has taken no stand on the 


issue because abortion for non-therapeut- 
ic reasons is illegal in the state, Jock 
Ryon, hospital spokesman, said. 


RYON SAID there will be a decision 


made when the Illinois courts give an 
interpretation of the abortion laws. 


"At that time the medical staff and the 


hospital administration will sit down and 
determine a ppllcy that will certainly be 
within the rules set down by the state," 
he said. 


"The hospital policy will be set by the 


hospital and staff, but no matter what 
the hospital says, the doctors would still 
have the right to refuse to perform the 
operation for his own personal reasons," 
Ryon said. "The ultimate decision de- 
pends on two people — the mother and 
the doctor."

Northwest Community Hospital Is a 


non-denominational Institution. 


AT LUTHERAN General Hospital In 


Park Ridge, a spokesman said the Amer- 
ican Protestant Hospital Association of 
Chicago, of which the hospital is a mem- 
ber, has not been opposed to abortion in 
the past. However, he said the hospital 
would be .autonomous in making a deci- 
sion on the issue. 


The Supreme Court decision was made 


last Monday on appeals from Texas and 
Georgia, and an Illinois abortion prohibi- 
tion has been waiting for a high court 
ruling for two years. However, abortion 
will not be legal in Illinois until a deci- 
sion Is made on the constitutionality of 
the state's abortion statute.

120-acrc housing development in question 
Wo' answer expected on Eta-Freeman project 
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Inverness plan commissioners arc ex- 


pected to rule against a 120-acrc housing 
and commercial development southwest 
of the Ela-Frecman roads Intersection 
sometime this week, after a stormy pub- 
lic hearing on the project late last week. 


The first hearing In December ended 


with an understanding that attorney 
George Downs, representing the devel- 
opers, would meet with planning experts 
on land use for the property. Bui the 
meeting was called off when Inverness 
officials apparently changed their minds 
about negotiating with Downs. 


"They barred me from having that 


meeting. .They decided to throw the 
whole Idea out," Downs said Friday. 


Dr. Andrew J. Kollcr, chairman of the 


Inverness plan commission, replied, "We 
felt that if they (the developers) make 
a petition, they should put In what they 
want." 


THE OIUGINAL proposal, which will 


be ruled on without revision this week, 
calls for a combination of mid-rises and 
townhouses around a retention lake on 80 
acres south of a proposed high school 
site for School Dlst. 214. Tho second por- 
tion of the development b north of the 
high school land and Includes nearly 40 
acres at the Intersection of Ela and Free- 
man roads for townhouscs, mid-rises and 
a shopping center. 
' 


Downs sold the developers would be 


willing to change the current 12-unlt per 
acre average to as low as four or six 
units per acre. 


"If they want us to give them tract 


housing in there at four to six units per 
acre, I'll be very happy to do it.- But I 
don't think Inverness wants that kind of 
housing," Downs said. 


The developers apparently aren't will-' 


' ing to go as low as one to two mills per 
acre, the limit that would satisfy In- 
verness and Hoffman Estates to the 
west. 


The total 120 acres will be sold to a ' 


developer If the zoning change is ap- 
proved. The northern 40 acres is cur- 
rently owned by Raymond Pingcl, 'an In- 
verness resident, and the southern por- 
tion is being held in a trust at a Chicago 
bank. It was previously known as the 
Haffcrkamp farm. 


WHEN DOWNS SAID the property 


could not be developed profitably at two 
units per acre, two Hoffman Estates plan 
commissioners retorted from < the 
au- 


dience at Thursday's hearing. . v 


They cited a 50-acre single family pro- 


posal whose developers' are currently 
negotiating for annexation to Hoffman 
Estates. Although no density has been 
specified, plan Corar. Roger Bergstrom 
said the project on the Cipri farm would 


be similar to the single family detached 
housing currently in Winston Knolls, at 
about three units per acre. 
• ' < 


Bergstrom termed Downs' proposed 12 


units per acre "ridiculously high." Ac- 
cording to the Hoffman Estaes plan offi- 
cial, the Inversess hearing was attended 
by more Hoffman Estaes people than by 
residents of Inverness.'' 


Fire protection and additional traffic 


were chief complaints of the Hoffman 
Estates residents. Winston Knolls, • as 
part of Palatine Township, is served by 
the Palatine Rural Fire Department, 
formed almost entirely by volunteers. /, 
• Hoffman Estaes officials met Wednes- 
day with highway experts .from Cook 
. County, Bergstrom said. During that ses- ~: 
slon, county officials estimated that each 
family averages ten auto trips per day. 
Hoffman Estates residents are particu- » 
larly worried about the 2,000 nutos that'. 
would accompany the Ela Road proposal 
when it is finished.' 
- A SHOPPING center to include a gro- 
cery store got particularly bad com- 
ments from > Winston Knolls residents 
whose property would back onto the ccn-.. 
tcr. The commercial development "was < 
booed down quite strongly," Bergstrom 
said. 


All in all, the project will probably not 


get Inverness' blessing. 


"It doesn't look too good for them," 


Kollcr admitted Friday. 


The developers' recourse, if they de- 


cide not to reapply with another petition 
or different density, is the courts. 


"A bad settlement is better than a 


good lawsuit," Downs said philosophic- 
ally last week. 'But If Inverness refuses 
to allow the project, a suit may be filed 


to force the rezoning. 


Two weeks ago, the Inverness village 


trustees approved a master plan for the 
village which recommends development 
at one to two units per acre around the 
high school site. Those trustees will 
make the official decision to allow or 
deny the rezoning after the plan commis- 
sion makes its recommendation, due 
sometime before Feb. 6.

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City following 
wrong guidelines 
for redistricting

A second ward boundary map for Roll- 


Ing Meadows, scheduled for approval to- 
morrow, may still not bo In compliance 
with legal redUtricllng guidelines. 


The map, drawn last week by city al- 


dermen, shows a greater variance be- 
twecn wards than the one per cent allow- 
able by law. 


Further, a Herald survey of census 


data indicates actual population within 
each ward greatly differs from the popu- 
lation aldermen have calculated in each 
ward. 


According to city figures, new bound- 


aries place 3,750 persons In Ward 1,3,840 
persons In Ward 2,3.8S8 persons In Ward 
3, 3,818 persons in Ward 4, and 3,914 in 
Ward S. 


If the figures are correct, the vards 


wfll not be within the one per cent mar- 
gin allowed by courts In order to comply 
with the one man, one vote doctrine 
handed down by the Supremo Court in 
1984. Michael Lavcll, consulting attorney 
for tho Cook County Election Depart- 
mcnt, said Friday that while the one per 
cent variance Is determined on a case by 
case basis, Rolling Meadows' population

lated ward and the lowest could not vary 
by more than one per cent, or about 191 
persons. 


To provide equal representation, words 


would have to number as nearly as pos- 
sible 3,836 persons. 


HOWEVER, data obtained from 1970 


census records indicates city officials 
have not made accurate counts of pro- 
posed ward sizes. 


Census Information shows about 4,181 


persons living in the proposed Word 1, 
about 3,600 persons in the proposed Ward 
2, about 3,835 persons in the proposed 
Ward 3, about 3,500 persons in the pro- 
posed Ward 4, and about 4,072 persons In 
the proposed Ward 5. 


The figures were compiled from census 


data recorded in "Block Statistics: Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Indiana Urba- 
nized Area," a publication printed by the 
Departmcnet of Commerce Bureau of 
Census which lists population by blocks. 


Specific census counts were not used 


by aldermen to draw the map last week 
because city officials did not think there 
would be sufficient time to do so and still 
complete the map in time to allow alder- 
manic candidates the opportunity to file 
petitions before the Feb. 12 deadline. - 


Instead, aldermen calculated that an 


average of four persons live per home in 
the city and ^districted wards using that 
estimate. 


The rcdistrictcd map needs only city 


council approval for adoption. If the pro- 
posed map is approved tomorrow, ward 
boundaries would not be changed unless 
a lawsuit filed against the city would re- 
sult in a court order to redraw bound- 
aries. 


The proposed map Is the second at- 


tempt city officials have made this 
month to redlstrict wards before the Feb. 
16 deadline. The redistricting must be 
completed by then to prepare for the 
April 17 municipal election. 


THE FIRST map, drawn on the basis 


of eligible voters in the city rather than 
population, was thrown out after Mayor 
Roland Meyer learned It had been In- 
correctly prepared. Meyer learned of the 
error after a Herald study of poll sheets 
showed discrepancies existed in the num- 
ber of eligible voters the city had esti- 
mated to be living In each ward. 


When Meyer announced at a city coun- 


cil meeting lost week that the map would 
have to bo redrawn, he indicated there 
was a strong chance redistricting might 
result in Aid. James Huddleston (4th) be- 
coming an alderman at-large. Meyer 
said this was because Huddleston 
could bo moved out of his 4th Ward seat 
by the remap. 


During last week's meeting of the re- 


districting committee, aldermen were 
most concerned with avoiding the alder- 
man at-large .situation since it would 
create an 11-member city council until 
the next municipal elections in, 1975.

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Thought to have 40 members 
Bad check passers bilking 
suburban banks, businesses

An organized ring of forgers who spe- 


cialize In passing bad checks has bilked 
Northwest suburban banks and business- 
es out of thousands of dollars In recent 
months 


The ring, led by an ex-convict and 


equipped with stolen blank checks and 
Identification cards Is thought by police 
lo have at last 40 members and to con- 
centrate on the suburban Chicago area, 
although It operates throughout Illinois. 


Local, state and federal authorities for 


sometime have been looking into the ac- 
tivities of the ring, which Is estimated by 
some sources to have taken In from sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars up to 12 
million statewide In the last year or so. 


Despite periodic arrests of Individual 


ring members and detailed police theo- 
ries about the group's organization and 
activities, investigators have been unable 
to tic Its lenders together with the kind of 
evidence needed to put them out of busi- 
ness. 


I'KICiONS SUSPECTED of being ring 


members have been arrested recently on 
bad check charges in several area sub- 
urbs. Including DCS Plalncs, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg. Police In 
Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grovo have 
arrest warrants for women thought to bo 
part of the group. 


According to information gathered by 


Herald reporters from a number of 
sources, ring members specialize In 
slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerks at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations ami large food stores. 


Another favorite swindle is buying late 


model autos from Individuals who have 
advertised their cars In the classified col- 
umns of newspapers. Payment Is always 
a had check. 


The ring member usually will bargain 


just hnrd enough to fool the car owner 
and then accept the owner's original ask- 
ing price. The auto title Is signed over on 
the spot. A week or 10 days later, the 
owner finds out the price he got for his 
car wasn't so good after all. 


Police hnvc some 25 reports from this 


area alone on the used car swindle. A 
typical case was that of James Elam, 
1496 Howard St., DCS Plalncs. On Jan. 4, 
Clam told police, a man who Identified 
rlmsclf as Dave Miller of Markham, III., 
took a look at the 10C9 Chevrolet Nova 
Elam had advertised for sale. 


THE NEXT DAY, the man returned 


with a check for $1,450, took the title and 
left with the auto. The check Inter 
bounced and Elam went to police, who 
believe "Dave Miller" is an alias for one 
of the ring members. 


The check given Elam was from Fi- 


nancial Federal Savings and Loan Assn. 
of south suburban Olympio Fields, part 
of n batch of several thousand checks 
stolen from a Chicago check printing 
firm. 


The ring apparently makes frequent 


use of the stolen Financial Federal 
checks but has also passed checks drawn 
on the Avenue Stato Bank of Oak Park, 
National Bank of Austin In Chicago and 
on other banks In Illinois. 


In addition to a check-writing machine, 


which gives the stolen checks a further 
a p p e a r a n c e of authenticity, the 
ring members have been able to obtain a 
wide range of Identification cards, In- 
cluding check-cashing ID's issued by su- 
permarket chains. 


There Is also evidence, police say, that 


ring members break Into malt boxes to 
steal personal checks. With tho bank 
name and check number of the mail box 
checks, ring members have worked some 
of their best swindles in this way: 


With a forged check in hand, usually In 


an amount such as $2,550 or 12,750, the 
ring member will walk Into the bank and 
deposit it In tho account of the person 


whose check was taken from the mail. 


HE OBTAINS A checking deposit slip 


from an unsuspecting teller, adds the 
name and account number from the sto- 
len personal check, fills out the slip so as 
to deposit most of the forged check and 
gets $500 to $1,000 cash in return. 


A woman believed to be a ring mem- 


ber is wonted for taking $500 cash from 
the Mount Prospect State Bank Jan. 15 
using that method. She passed a bad 
check drawn on the National Bank of 
Austin by Nu-Era Interior Decorators, an 
account that police said was closed in 
December. 


Pmolice arc also looking for a man 


who obtained a deposit slip from a teller 
and made off with $950 in cash Dec. 15 
from First. National Bank of DCS Plaincs. 
A month later, security guards at First 
National chased asd arrested a sus- 
picious would-be depositor who turned 
out to be William Turner, 42, Identified 
as one of the ring leaders. He was 
charged with forgery. 


According to an organization chart 


worked out by Investigators to describe 
the ring hierarchy, Turner is in charge 
of the group's check passers. Like most 
of the ring members, Turner is black 
and Is a narcotics addict, according to 
police. 


He reports to a 44-year-old Chicago 


man described as a stolen check whole- 
saler, according to the organization 
chart. At the top of the chart, above the 
wholesaler, Is an cx-convlct who has 
mastcrmincdcd the ring's activities. 


HE REPORTEDLY kept tabs on the 


ring while In prison recently, and now 
directs its operations, collecting huge 
amounts of money but not getting 
directly Involved in the thefts or check 
passing. 


Other alleged ring members arrested 


or wanted in this area Include Harold 
Swanson, 40, of 1314 Roscdale Avc., Chi- 
cago, who was charged with forgery and 
several other crimes last year in Hoff- 
man Estates. 


Swanson, one of the few white mem- 


bers of the ring, rammed four police 
squad cars during a chase at speeds up 
to 60 miles an hour as he tried to flee the 
Suburban Bank of Hoffman Estates. Po-

Inverness plan commissioners arc ex- 


pected to rule against a 120-ncrc housing 
and commercial development southwest 
of lh« Eta-Freeman roads intersection 
sometime this week, after a stormy pub- 
lic hearing on the project late last week.

Dr. Andrew J. Holier, chairman of the

felt that If they (the developers) make 
a petition, they should put In what they 
want." 


THE ORIGINAL proposal, which will 


be ruled on without revision this week, 
calls for a combination of mid-rises and 
townhouses around a retention lake on 80 
acres south of a proposed high school 
ilte for School Dlst. 214. The second por- 
tion of the development Is north of the 
high school land and Includes nearly 40 
acres at the Intersection of Eta and Free- 
man roads for townhouses, mid-rises and 
a shopping center. 


Downs sold tho developers would be 


willing to change tho current 12-unit per 
acre average to as low as four or six 
units per acre. 


"If they want us to give them tract 


housing In there at four to six units per 
acre, I'll be very happy to do it. But I 
don't think Inverness wants that kind of 
housing," Downs said.

of a batch of several thousand checks 
stolen from a Chicago check printing 
firm. 


The ring apparently makes frequent 


use of the stolen Financial Federal 
checks but has also* passed checks drawn 
on the Avenue State Bank of Oak Park, 
National Bonk of Austin in Chicago and 
on other banks in Illinois. 


In addition to a check-writing machine, 


which gives the stolen checks a further 
appearance of authenticity, the 
ring members have been able to obtain a 
wide range of identification cards, in- 
cluding check-cashing ID's issued by su- 
permarket chains. 


There is also evidence, police say, that 


ring members break into mall boxes to 
steal personal checks. With the bank 
name and check number of the mall box 
checks, ring members have worked some 
of their best swindles in'this way:

, With a forged check In hand, usually in 
an amount such as $2,550 or $2,750, the 
ring member will walk into the bank and 
deposit It in the account of the person 
whose check was taken from the mail. 


HE OBTAINS A checking deposit slip 


from an unsuspecting teller, adds the 
. name and account number from the sto- 
len personal check, fills out the slip so as 
to deposit most of the forged check and 
gets $500 to $1,000 cash in return.

Ask 10% boost by March 1 
Milivaukee Road seeks hike in fares 


A 10 per cent Increase in commuter 


fares is being sought by the Milwaukee 
Road, the railroad announced Friday. 


The Milwaukee Road is asking the Illi- 


nois Commerce Commission for a uni- 
form 10 per cent increase to offset a $1.8 
million deficit Incurred hi 1972. 
/ 


The fare increase would go into effect 


March 1, a spokesman for the railroad 
said. The hike would generate $550,000 
which will not cover last year's deficit, 
but will help, he added. 


Labor and fuel costs have risen sharp- 


ly, he said, adding necessitating the in- 
crease. A wage settlement last year is 
partly'responsible for the salary Increas- 
es. 


AN ILLINOIS Department of Trans- 


portation debt service grant that helped 
stabilize fare expired in December, 1972, 
making it necessary to increase commu- 
ter fares, the spokesman explained. 


He pointed out the increase is the first 


one since May, 1971, and would equal the 
inflation experienced in the last two 
years. 


The railroad also receives' federal 


transportation funds as a result of the 
formation in the last two years of several 
mass transportation districts. These 
funds, the spokesman said, can only be 
used for capital expenditures, such as 
equipment and signaling.

George Downs, representing the devel- 
opers, would meet with planning experts 
on land use for the property. But the 
meeting was called off when Inverness 
officials apparently changed their minds 
about negotiating with Downs. 


"They barred me from having that 


meeting. They decided to throw the 
whole idea out," Downs said Friday. 


Dr. Andrew J. Koller, chairman of the 


Inverness plan commission, replied, "We 


felt that if they (the developers) make 
a petition, they should put in what they 
want." 


THE ORIGINAL proposal, which will 


be ruled on without revision this week, 
calls for a combination of mid-rises and 
townhouses around a retention lake on 80 
acres south of a proposed high school 
site for School Dist. 214. The second por- 
tion of the development is north of the 
high school land and Includes nearly 40 
acres at the intersection of Ela and Free- 
man roads for townhouses, mid-rises and 
a shopping center. 


Downs said the developers would be 


willing to change the current 12-unit per 
acre average to as low as four or six 
units per acre. 


"If they want us to give them tract 


housing in there at four to six units per 
acre, I'll be very happy to do it.'But I 
don't think Inverness wants that kind of 
housing," Downs said. 


The developers apparently aren't will-

No abortions at 2 hospitals 


No abortions will be performed at the 


two Northwest suburban Catholic hospi- 
tals In Elk Grove Village and DCS 
Plalncs, but officials at other area hospi- 
tals say the matter still Is an open ques- 
tion. 


The statements from hospital officials 


came In the wake of a ruling last week 
striking down two states' anti-abortion 
laws. 


"As a member of the Catholic Hospital 


Association, which has taken a strong 
stand against abortion, we will not be 
performing abortions In this hospital," a 
spokesman at Alcxlan Brothers Medical 
Center In Elk Grove Village'said. 


AT HOLY FAMILY Hospital In DCS 


Plalncs, Sister Ml Amata, executive vice 
president of the hospital, said, "We arc 
following the directive of the Roman 
Catholic Church and arc solidly behind 
<John) Cardinal Cody." 


Both positions were in keeping with a 


statement earlier last week by Cardinal 


Cody blasting the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision permitting women to obtain 
abortions through their 12th week • of 
pregnancy. Cody called on Catholics in 
the medical field to oppose and resist 
performing abortions. 


Two other suburban hospitals North- 


west Community and Lutheran General 
hospitals, said they would wait for a 
clarification of the Illinois abortion law 
before taking any position. 


Northwest Community Hospital In Ar- 


lington Heights has taken no stand on the 
Issue because abortion for non-therapeut- 
ic reasons is illegal in the state, Jack 
Ryon, hospital spokesman, said. 


RYON SAID there will be a decision 


made when the Illinois courts give an 
interpretation of the abortion lows. 


"At that time the medical staff and the 


hospital administration will sit down and 
determine a policy that will certainly be 
within the rules set down by the state," 
he said. 


"The hospital policy will be set by the 


hospital and staff, but no matter what 
the hospital says, the doctors would still 
have the right to refuse to perform the 
operation for his own personal reasons," 
Ryon said. "The ultimate decision de- 
pends on two people — the mother and 
the doctor." 


Northwest Community Hospital is a 


non-denominational institution. 
. 


AT LUTHERAN General Hospital in 


Park Ridge, a spokesman said the Amer- 
ican Protestant Hospital Association of 
Chicago, of which the hospital is a mem- 
ber, has not been opposed to abortion in 
the past. However, he said the hospital 
would be autonomous in making a deci- 
sion on the issue. 


The Supreme Court decision was made 


last Monday on appeals from Texas and 
Georgia, and an Illinois abortion prohibi- 
tion has been waiting for a high court 
ruling for two years. However, abortion 
will not be legal In Illinois until a deci- 
sion is made on the constitutionality of 
the state's abortion statute.

A resident of Prairie Ridge Apart- 


ments in Hoffman Estates has come to 
the defense of the apartment complex, 
which recently has been charged with 
poor maintenance and problems of flood- 
ing and sewage backup. 


In answer to these charges, Joe 


Grabski, 374 Bode Rd., said he lives in a 
basement apartment and has never had 
any flooding or sewage backup. 


Whenever he has had a maintenance 


problem, the managers 
have 
been 


prompt in correcting it, Grabski said. 


"I've lived here going on two years 


and I'm very familiar with what goes on. 
When there is flooding, it's because of a 
sewage blockup. People are throwing 
stuff down the toilets like Pampers and 
beer can tabs," he added. 


Tenants often are unreasonable in their 


demands for immediate action, Grabski 
said. He said people complain for no rea- 
son and do not use common sense in 
making complaints. 


Maintenance people often arc out 


working at all hours of the night, he said, 
and in emergency situations they are 
"right on the spot." . 


GRABSKI SAID tenants often complain 


to him because he is well known and a 
long-time resident of the complex. 


While he agreed the sewage back up is 


an upsetting problem, he said the tenants 
are the cause of the problem. 


Asked why this apartment complex has 


more problems than others in the village, 
Grabski said there are a "lot of tran- 
sients, who don't really care." 


"I've had close-hand experience with 


apartments near mine, where people 
stay only a few months and leave, or 
don't pay their rent," he added. He said 
these "transients" may be the ones re- 
sponsible for the plumbing problems. 


The relatively low rent at Prairie 


Ridge attracts these transients, 
he 


added.

Hoffman Estaes officials met Wednes- 


day with highway experts from Cook 
County,' Bcrgstrom said. During that ses- 
sion, county officials estimated that each 
family averages ten auto trips per day. 
Hoffman Estates residents are particu- 
larly worried about the 2,000 autos that • 
uould accompany the Ela Road proposal 
when it is finished. 


A SHOPPING center to include a gro- 


cery store got particularly bad com- 
ments from Winston Knolls residents 
•whose property would back onto the cen- 
ter. The commercial development "was 
booed down quite strongly," Bergstrom 
said. 


All in all, the project will probably not 


get Inverness' blessing. 


"It doesn't look too good for them," 


Roller admitted Friday. 


The developers' recourse, If they de- 


cide not to reapply with another petition 
or different density, is the courts. 
. "A bad settlement is better than a 
good lawsuit," Downs said philosophic- 
ally last week.

deeded to the village when Hoffmanttos- 
ncr Corp. began construction In the vil- 
lage. Apparently the change In own- 
ership was not recorded Immediately. 


While the property should have been 


tax free under village ownership, taxes 
were levied and never were paid. The 
village succeeded in obtaining tax free 


status for the land, but the question of 
back taxes still remains. 


Al Binder, director of Hoffman Estates 


Park District, attended Monday's meet- 
ing on the board's request. He had writ- 
ten to the board asking when the title 
transfer to the park district would be 
made, so that the district can budget ap- 
propriate funds for maintenance and pos- 
sibly improvements at the site. 
, 


The village has maintained the proper- 


ty thus far, although It has received com- 
plaints from park users concerning the 
condition of baseball diamonds and ath- 
letic fields. 


ONE-MOTION voted down by the 


trustees would have had the village pay- 
ing half the back taxes, and the park 
district paying the other half. Binder re- 
ported he could not speak for the park 
district board on its willingness to pay a 
share. The second motion would have 
had the village paying the full amount. 


Trustees William Cowln and Bruce 


Lind spoke emphatically in favor of the 
village paying the full share of taxes, 
noting the village had promised to deed 


over the land many months ago. The cost 
of the maintenance has been a burden on 
the village, they said, and both suggested 
the village should get out of the recrea- 
tion business. 


Mayor Frederick Downey, who noted 


he originally had opposed the village 
paying any of the back taxes, said he 
had changed his mind and felt revenue 
sharing funds could allow the village to 
pay that expense. He noted the park dis- 
trict does not receive revenue sharing, 
money, and this way the village could 
use some of the funds to benefit the park 
district. • 
' 


When the first resolution, to pay half 


the taxes, met a tie vote, Downey voted 
against it and broke the tie, speaking in 
favor, of the village picking up the total 
tax bill, If it is not waived. Because there 


was no tie on the second 
resolution, 


Downey did not vote on it. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, Trustee Vir- 


ginia Hayter was authorized to in- 
vestigate a consumer protection measure 
adopted by the Streamwood Village 
Board, with possible applications in Hoif- 
man Estates. 


Mrs. Hayter also received authority to 


request an office of the attorney gener- 
al's Division of Consumer Fraud be lo- 
cated in the municipal building. 


The board agreed to listen to a request 


for funds from the Northwest Opportuni- 
ty Center. A representative is to be in- 
vited to a coming meeting. 


Trustee Lind requested the Police De- 


partment Investigate raising the speed 
limit on Hassell Road between Barring- 
ton Road and residential areas. The cur- 
rent limit is 25mph.

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Thought to have 40 members 
Bad check ring bilking NWsuburban 
banks, businesses of many thousands 


by BOB CASEY 


An organized ring or forgers who spe- 


cialize In passing bad checks has bilked 
Northwest suburban banks and business- 
es out of thousands of dollars In recent 
months. 


The ring, led by nn cx-convlct and 


equipped with stolen blank checks and 
Identification cards Is thought by police 
to have at last 40 members and to con- 
centrate on the suburban Chicago area, 
although it operates throughout Illinois. 


Local, state and federal authorities for 


sometime have been looking into the ac- 
tivities of the ring, which Is estimated by 
some sources to have taken In from sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars up to $2 
million statewide In the lost year or so. 


Despite periodic arrests of Individual 


ring members and detailed police theo- 
ries about the group's organization and 
activities, Investigators hove been unable 
to tie Its leaders together with the kind of 
evidence needed to put them out of busi- 
ness. 


PEItSONS SUSPECTED of being ring 


members have been arrested recently on 
bad check charges in several area sub- 
urbs, including DCS Plalncs, Hoffman 
Estates ami Schnumburg. Police In 
Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grove have 
arrest warrants for women thought to bo 


part of the group. 


According to information gathered by 


Herald reporters from a number of 
sources, ring members specialize in 
slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerks at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations and largo food stores. 


Another favorite swindle Is buying late 


model autos from individuals who have 
advertised their cars in the classified col- 
umns of newspapers. Payment is always 
a bad check. 


The ring member usually will bargain 


just hard enough to fool the car owner 
and then accept the owner's original ask- 
ing price. The auto title is signed over on 
the spot. A week or 10 days later, the 
owner finds out the price he got for his 
car wasn't so good after all. 


Police have some 25 reports from this 


area alone on the used car swindle. A 
typical case was that of James Elam, 
1496 Howard St., DCS Plalncs. On Jan. 4, 
Elam told police, a man who Identified 
rimsclf as Dave Miller of Markham, III, 
took a look at the 1969 Chevrolet Nova 
Elnm had advertised for sole. 
' 


THE NEXT DAY, the man returned 


with a check for $1,450, took the title and 
left with tho auto. The check later 
bounced and Elam went to police, who 
believe "Dave Miller" is an alias for one 


of the ring members. 


The check given Elam was from Fi- 


nancial Federal Savings and Loan Assn. 
of south suburban Olympia Fields, part 
of a batch of several thousand checks 
stolen from a Chicago check printing 
firm. 


The ring apparently makes frequent 


use of the stolen Financial Federal 
checks but has also passed checks drawn 
on the Avenue State Bank of Oak Park, 
National Bank of Austin in Chicago and 
on other banks in Illinois. 


In addition to a check-writing machine, 


which gives the stolen checks a further 
a p p e a r a n c e of authenticity, the 
ring members have been able to obtain a 
wide range of Identification cards, in- 
cluding check-cashing ID's issued by su- 
permarket chains. 


There is also evidence, police say, that 


ring members break into mall boxes to 
steal personal checks. With the bank 
name and check number of the mall box 
checks, ring members have worked some 
of their best swindles in this way: 


With a forged check in hand, usually in 


an amount such as $2,550 or $2,750, the 
ring member will walk into the bank and 
deposit it in the account of the person 
whose check was taken from the mail.

No abortions at 2 hospitals 


No abortions will be performed at the 


two Northwest suburban Catholic hospi- 
tals In Elk Grove Village and DCS 
Plalnes, but officials at other area hospi- 
tals say the matter still Is an open ques- 
tion. 


Tho statements from hospital officials 


came In the wake of a ruling last week 
striking down two states' anti-abortion 
laws.

Association, which has taken a strong 
stand against abortion, wo will not be 
performing abortions In this hospital," a 
spokesman at Aloxlan Brothers Medical* 


Center In Elk Grove Village said. 


AT HOLY FAMILY Hospital in DCS 


Plalnes, Sister M. Amata, executive vice 
president of the hospital, said, "We are 
following tho directive of the Roman 
Catholic Church and arc solidly behind 
(John) Cardinal Cody." 


Both positions were in keeping with a 


statement earlier last week by Cardinal 
Cody blasting the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision permitting women to obtain 
abortions through their 12th week of 
pregnancy. Cody called on Catholics in 
tho medical field to oppose and resist 
performing abortions. 


Fire departments weigh 
extension of fire cadets 


Representatives from several North- 


west suburban fire departments met Fri- 
day to discuss an extension of the fire 
cadet program now In operation in 
Mount Prospect 


Mount Prospect firefighter Leonard 


Kaiser, who pioneered the cadet pro- 
gram, said the meeting was held to in- 
form the other departments of the pro- 
gram and to find out which departments, 
If any, would be Interested In participat- 
ing starting next fall. Elk Grove Village, 
Wheeling and Rolling Meadows had rep- 
resentatives at tho meeting. 


Each representative Is to report back 


to his flro chief and municipal govern- 
ment. Kaiser said, and they will then let 
him know whether their towns would like 


to join the program. 


Kaiser has sold that Rolling Meadows 


already has Indicated a desire to join the 
program, under which high school ju- 
niors and seniors are being trained to be 
firemen. 


Ten students, mostly from Prospect 


High School, ore. studying under the 
Mount Prospect cadet program, which 
started last September. The boys receive 
credit for their IS hours a week on job 
training and five hours a week classroom 
study through the DIst 214 Diversified 
Education Program. District officials 
have indicated that they are pleased with 
the program and would like to broaden 
tho program to include other high 
schools In the district, Kaiser said. 


Two other suburban hospitals North- 


west Community and Lutheran General 
hospitals, said they would wait for a 
clarification of the Illinois abortion law 
before taking any position. 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 


lington Heights has taken no stand on the 
issue because abortion for non-therapeut- 
ic reasons is Illegal in the state, Jack 
Ryon, hospital spokesman, said. 


RYON SAID there will be a decision 


made when the Illinois courts give an 
interpretation of the abortion laws. 


"At that time the medical staff and the 


hospital administration will sit down and 
determine a policy that will certainly be 
within the rules set down by the state," 
he said. , 
>" 


"The hospital policy will be set by the 


hospital and staff, but no matter what 
the hospital says, the doctors would still 
have the right to refuse to perform the 
operation for his own personal reasons," 
Ryon said. "The ultimate decision de- 
pends on two people — the mother and 
the doctor." 


Northwest Community Hospital is a 


non-denominational institution. 


AT LUTHERAN General Hospital'in 


Park Ridge, a spokesman said the Amer- 
ican Protestant Hospital Association of 
Chicago, of which the hospital) is a mem- 
ber, has not been opposed to abortion in 
the past. However, he said the hospital 
would be autonomous in making a deci- 
sion on the issue. 


The Supreme Court decision was made 


last Monday on appeals from Texas and 
Georgia, and an Illinois abortion prohibi- 
tion has been waiting for a high court 
ruling for two years. However, abortion 
will not be legal in Illinois until a deci- 
sion is made on the constitutionality of 
the state's abortion statute.

Pmollce are also looking', for a man 


who obtained a deposit slip from a teller 
and made off with $950 in cash Dec. 15 
from First National Bank of Des Plalnes. 
A month later, security guards at First 
National. chased asd arrested a sus- 
picious would-be depositor who turned 
out to be William Turner, 42, identified 
as one of the ring leaders. He was 
charged with forgery. 


According to an organization chart 


worked out by. investigators to describe 
the ring hierarchy, Turner is in charge 
of the group's check passers. Like most1 


of the ring members, Turner is black 
and is a narcotics addict, according to 
police. 


He reports to a 44-year-old Chicago 


man described as a stolen check whole- 
saler, according to the organization 
chart At the top of the chart, above the 
wholesaler, is an ex-convict who has 
mastermlneded the ring's activities. 


HE REPORTEDLY kept tabs on the 


ring while In prison.recently,.and ,npw 
directs its .operations,' collecting huge 
amounts of money. but not getting 
directly involved in UK thefts or check

Discount stores have fallen on hard 


times in Mount Prospect. 


The village's last large chain discount 


house, Community Discount World on 
Rand Road, closed Christmas Eve and a 
planned Topps Discount operation was 
scrapped even as construction on the 
building, also on Rand Road, continued. 


Why the dearth of discount houses here? 


A Community Discount World official 
said the major reason is the nature of 
the market hi Mount Prospect "You 
have a different economic .strata here," 
he said. "It is a wealthier market." 


Yet in the neighboring communities, 


discount stores abound and their num- 
bers are increasing each year. Arlington 
Heights has four (one was built last 
year), Palatine has two and Rolling 
Meadows has one up and one under con- 
struction. 
. 


BUT MOUNT PROSPECT shoppers 


apparently were not Interested in lesser 
known, less expensive merchandise, at 
least in the case of Community Discount 
World. 
. 


"That store did not progress like our 


others," the spokesman for Community 
continued. "It just hasn't cut It, and 
management decided to close it" The 
store was originally a Shopper's World 
and. bought- out by Community, along 
with the rest of the chain, abut 1968. 
• 


Mount Prospect shoppers apparently 


prefer to go to a Montgomery Ward's, 
Wieboldt's, Carson Plrle & Scott or Gold- 
blatt's. It was indicated that they may 
even shy away from any store labeled 
"discount" 


That seems to be the thinking of the 


May Store Co. people of St Louis. The 
company is currently trying to get rezon- 
ing from the. Mount Prospect Village 
Board that would permit them to build a 
Venture. Store as part of the Huntington 
Commons development along Elmhurst 
Road. 


Repeatedly during village hearings on 


the rezoning, spokesmen for the com- 
pany have said the proposed store would 
not be a discount-type operation. Rather, 
they called it a full-line department 
store. • "

' IT APPEARS the May Co. people real- 
.' he that discount stores are not viable in 


• Mount Prospect, and they are doing their 
best not to present Venture as another 
• discount store.: ' . 
• The decision by the Topps officials not 
•to continue with their plans to locate 
here was reportedly part of the nation- 
wide cutback on their discount oper- 
ations. 


Zangwill Munies, an official of Courte- 


sy Home Centers which took over the 
Topps location and finished constructing 
the building, said that when his company 
purchased the location they understood 
Topps was "retrenching across the coun- 
try." He said Topps had just sold a chain 
of stores hi California. 


So'Mount Prospect has no major dls-~ 


count store. Instead two home improve- 
ment centers are moving into the com- 
munity. Courtesy Home Center will open 
hi March as the second area store of the 
company. They hope to have between six 
and 10 eventually. Forest City Materials'. 
Co., a Cleveland-based chain, will open av 
store this spring at the Community Dis- 
count World site.

School maternity 
policy gains OK 


A new maternity lease policy for 


Iciichcrs In DIM. 21 was approved by the 
school board Thursday. 


The school district's attorneys felt that 


there should be a policy on file because 
of recent court hearings regarding such 
leave in schools across the United States. 


All leave rendered under the new 


policy will be without pay. Leave will be 
granted to all tenured teachers, if they 
follow prescribed procedures as outlined 
In the policy. 


Under special circumstances, a ma- 


ternity leave may be granted to a non- 
tenured teacher by action of the board 
and they will follow all the rules of a 
tenured teacher. 


IIOUKVKH, A non-tenured teacher 


uho Is granted the leave will have to be 
employed as a full-time teacher for two 
consecutive school terms before again 
becoming eligible for tenure. The board 
also points out in Its policy that leave to 
one non-tenured teacher shall not con- 
stitute a precedent far the granting of 
future leaves. 


You ill sentenced 
on two charges 


An 18-year-old Mount Prospect youth

On Dec. 15, Lutsch was placed on court 


supervision after he was found guilty of 
reckless conduct and discharging a fire- 
arm In Oio village. 


During a shooting spree Nov. 17, when 


Lutsch was allegedly shooting squirrels, 
Lutsch injured one person, struck two 
cars and a policeman's homo with bul- 
lets. The man was Injured only slightly.

An organized ring or forgers who spe- 


cialize In passing bad checks has bilked 
Northwest suburban banks and business- 
es out of thousands of dollars in recent 
months. 


The ring, led by an ex-convict and 


equipped with stolen blank checks and 
identification cards is thought by police 
to have at last 40 members and to con- 
centrate on the suburban Chicago area, 
although it operates throughout Illinois. 


Local, state and federal authorities for 


sometime have been looking into the ac- 
tivities of the ring, which is estimated by 
some sources to have taken in from sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars up to $2 
million statewide in the last year or so. 


Despite periodic arrests of individual 


ring members and detailed police theo- 
ries about the group's organization and 
activities, Investigators have been unable 
to tie its leaders together with tho kind of 
evidence needed to put them out of busi- 
ness. 


PERSONS SUSPECTED of being ring 


members have been arrested recently on 
bad check charges in several area sub- 
urbs, Including Des Platnes, Hoffman 
Estates and Schaumburg. Police in 
Mount Prospect and Buffalo Grove have 
arrest warrants for women thought to be 
part of the group. 


According to information gathered by 


Herald reporters from a number of 
sources, ring members specialize in 
slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerks at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations and large food stores. 


Another favorite swindle Is buying late 


model autos from individuals who have 
advertised their cars In the classified col- 
umns of newspapers. Payment is always 
a bad check. 


The ring member usually will bargain 


just hard enough to fool the car owner 
and then accept the owner's original ask- 
ing price. The auto title Is signed over on 
the spot. A week or 10 days later, the 
owner finds out the price he got for his 
car wasn't so good after all.

tenured teacher. 


HOWEVER, A non-tenured teacher 


who Is granted tho leave will have to be 
employed as a full-time teacher for two 
consecutive school terms before again 
becoming eligible for tenure. The board 
also points out In its policy that leave to 
one non4enurcd teacher shall not con- 
stitute a precedent for the granting of 
future leaves.

until the April election. 


SMITH WILL TRY to stretch his years

It will cost $18.3 million to safeguard 


the -\i-a<- nf Arlington Heights against 
the ravages of storm water flooding, ac- 
cr-f"r<t 10 n report prepared by a con- 
sulting engineer. 


Tin- report, which lUolf cost the village 


$14,000, projects that f 10.3 million out of 
the total cost of the recommenced im- 
provements would hove to be borne by 
the Village of Arlington Heights. 


An estimated 16.5 million Is anticipated 


from the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
and $1.7 million from the federal govern- 
ment 


The report was prepared by R. J. Pe- 


terson, head of R. J. Peterson and Asso- 
ciates Inc., the same engineering firm 
(hot supplied a smaller flooding report In 
1967. 


The report proposes eight major and 


numerous minor projects designed "to 
prevent a reoccurcnce of flood conditions 
that have occurred In many sections of 
tho village this year." 


INCLUDED AREi 
• The McDonald . Creek Watershed 


Project. A permanent 100-ocro lake to bo 
located east of Windsor Drive to serve as 
a watershed wido retention facility, com- 
plete with improvements to the upstream 
creek, an upstream trunk sewer and 
pumping facilities. Total estimated cost 
is $9.8 million. 


• The Welter Creek Watershed Proj- 


ret. A combined sewage retention reser- 
voir at the old sewage disposal plant site 
with provisions for a future connection to 
the MSD Deep Tunnel System plus a re- 
lief sower from the proposed reservoir to 
Arlington High School. Total estimated 
cost to $5 J million. 


• The Ridge Park Project. A retention 


basin with pumping facilities, trunk sew- 
ers and force main. Total estimated cost 
is $061,000. 


• The Hickory Meadows-Arlington 


Knolls Project. A supplemental retention 
basin to operate aln conjunction with the 
existing basin In Hickory Meadows and a 
collecting sewer to servo Arlington 


Knolls. Total estimated cost is $410,900. 


• The Ilasbrook Project. An expansion 


of the existing retention reservoir. Total 
estimated cost is $99,400. 


• The Salt Creek Project. A new reten- 


tion basin and connecting sewer to work 
In parallel with tho existing Lot 118 basin 
In Surrey Ridge West. Total estimated 
cost is $64,900. 


• The Sherwood Project. A system of 


storm sewers, discharging to the existing 
Onkton Street relief sewer. Total esti- 
mated cost Is $48,500. 


In addition, the report recommends 


$400,000 worth of minor improvements 
designed to provide local flood relief. 
Some of these arc a 36-inch storm sewer 
from Dryden and Suffleld to the north 
fork of McDonald Creek; a 12-inch relief 
sewer for backyard flooding in the block 
bounded by Kcnnlcott-Fairvlcw-Patten- 
Grove streets. 


OTHER PROPOSED minor projects 


ore a lateral sewer connection and area 
drainage at Burton, south of Slgwnlt 
Street and area drainage and sewer con- 
nections In Arlington Heights Road and 
Pine Court north of Onkton Street 


The report assigns equal priority to all 


tho recommended projects. 


"While some of the recommended proj- 


ccts have a dual or multiple purpose 
each of them has as its major purpose 
the prevention of flood conditions on tho 
streets and In tho homes cf the residents 
of the village of Arlington Heights," the 
report states. 


"We therefore recommend that all 


projects be considered on an equal basis 
and be constructed as soon as funds can 
be made available." 


Tho report also recommends eight ad- 


ministrative procedures that would help 
cut down on flooding problems. 


The report concentrates on older, prob- 


lem areas of the village and on larger, as 
yet undeveloped tracts of land. 


Based on a 13 per cent return of the 


flooding questionnaires mailed to every 
resident after the damaging Aug. 25 
storm, Peterson estimates flood damage 


in the village from that storm at well 
over $1 million. 


THE REPORT also highlights the re- 


gional nature of many flood problems 
and recommends that the village pursue 
joint funding with the MSD, the state and 
federal governments wherever possible. 


"The full benefit of several of the proj- 


ects included In this report hinge on the 
implementation of the Deep Tunnel Plan 
proposed by the MSD. We therefore 
strongly recommend that the village en- 
courage early construction of this plan," 
the report states. This is particularly 
true of the Weller Creek Watershed Proj. 
cct. 


The Peterson report will be discussed 


at a meeting tomorrow night of the Citi- 
zens Action Committee Against Flooding. 
This committee will review the project 
proposals and ultimately make a recom- 
mendation on future action to the village 
board. 


The matter of how the projects would 


be funded is still undecided.

Caucus: fiery dragon of local politics 


3 projects may require school

First In a Series 


There is a political animal at work in 


Arlington Heights *— breathing fire and 
devouring almost everything in its path. 


In the past 17 years, the dragon-like 


creature has stalked the village political 
scene eight .times — facing all chal- 
lengers but only occasionally suffering 
minor defeat 


The animal now is making another of 


its biennial tours. 


The Arlington Heights Caucus is at 


work. 


It has come from the hiding place in 


which it has resided since April, 1971, 


rejuvenated Itself in a public meeting, 
gone through a series of organizational 
and selection meetings and. Sunday 
formed its slate of candidates for the , 
coming April village election. •; - •' • . . 


From now until April 3, the .Caucus 


will make its presence known In every 
corner of the village, seeking and gather- 
ing support for its standard-bearers in • 
anticipation of another victory at the 
polls. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Caucus has 


been largely successful in that effort 
since Its beguiling. It has been chal- 
lenged through the years, both by indi- 
viduals and by entire slates. Only once,

room situations at Wilson, Patton and 
Berkley schools, along with Greenbrier 
School, which' servo the north' area of 
town.

off," said Powell. He said however, that 
busy streets like Rand and Palatine 
roads would bo* barriers to attendance 
areas. 


"I hope we can find ways to shuffle 


attendance without building," Powell 
said.

The animal commonly called the Ar- 


lington Heights Caucus, although its offi- 
cial name changes each year, was 
formed in November, 1956,' by a group of 
men, many of whom still reside hi the 
village — Harold Xlingner, Les Ploetz, 
Frank Palmatier, Bill Bishop and Gerald 
Chapman. 


Now generally regarded as the "estab- 


lishment" of Arlington Heights politics, 
at the time it was a "maverick" organi- 
zation, created to provide an alternative 
to the method, or non-method, of candi- 
date selection existing at the time. 


More specifically, the Caucus was 


formed to oust Albert Goedke, then vil- 
lage president, from office. The nucleus 
of the newly formed Caucus in 1956 said 
they wanted the Caucus to "seek can- 
didates rather than have prospective 
candidates seek support from the citi- 
zens," and to, "Increase citizen Interest 
in our government and restore a two- 
meeting type of rule to village hall." 


Earl Ogler, a primary mover behind 


the new Caucus, went a step further, 
stating, "Virtually all (of the caucus sup- 
porters) are concerned about tbe lack of 
dignity in the conduct of village offi- 
cers." 


FROM A NUCLEUS of 30 men, the 


Caucus was formed. It chose a slate of 
candidates, headed by Edward Carlisle, 


and/actively campaigned against 
'Gc*dke's people's Party" and the 
"Home Service Party" led by Edward 
Jackson. 
~ *-' 


Campaigning against what the caucus 


called Goedke's administration of "privi- 
lege, patronage and procrastination," the 
Caucus Party swept to a landslide victo- 
ry in its first outing. 
: 


In the next few years, the Caucus con- 


cept grew in popularity and the dream or 
the founders for a broad depth of public 
participation in village government gen- 
erally was realized. As its popularity- 
continued, so did its success at the polls 
— Caucus candidates 
defeating all 


comers until April, 1967, when George 
Burllngame, running as an independent, 
defeated Kenneth Dugan for trustee. 


Burlingame's victory, however, was 


more a win over Dugan than a win over 
the Caucus. During the campaign Dugan 
had made statements favoring open 
'housing, while Burllngame campaigned 
almost exclusively on an anti-open hous- 
ing plank.' 


THE 1971 ELECTION saw three non- 


Caucus candidates winning at the polls — 
James Ryan, Alice Harms and Ralph 
Clarbour — but to many voters the trio 
was more representative of Caucus than, 
the actual caucus candidates, who in the 
minds of many long-time Caucus suppor- 
ters, had taken over the Caucus for a 
special-interest group. 


At the second public meeting in 1971, 


the Caucus selected for nomination'four 
newcomers to the Arlington Heights po- 
litical scene — Ted Salinsky.vGene Grif- 
fin, Ken Banet and John Collins — there- 
by dumping two incumbent village,'
